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THE HOME RULE REVOLT 


A LARGE MEETING OF MR. CHAM- 
BERLAIN’S FOLLOWERS. 
EVERY EFFORT TO BE MADE TO DEFEAT MR. 
GLADSTONE—IMPORTANT CONCESSIONS 

TO THE RADICAL LEADERS. 

Loxpox, May 12.—A political meeting 
was held at the city residence of Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain to-day. Sixty members of the 
House of Commons were present. Mr. Chamber- 
lain explained tne renewal! of his activity against 
Mr, Gladstore’s Home Rule bill by saying that 
he had been clearly informed on last Saturday 
that the Premier was prepared toexpunge from 
the measure the clause excluding Irish repre- 
sentatives from sitting at Westminster, and 
thus maintain the unity of the empire as 
desired by the Radicals. Mr. Chamberlain 
declared that now nothing short of the 
withdrawal of the Home Rule bill would 
restore unity among the Liberals. The meeting 
unanimously adopted resolutions declaring that 
those present would do the utmost in their 
power to oppose the Government's Irish bills, 
Bs there was no hope that the measures would 
be amended ina way to make them acceptable 
to the followers of Mr. Chamberlain. Mr. Caine, 
Liberal, member for Barrow-in-Furness, stated 
that 102 Liberal members have promised to vote 
acainst the Home Rule bill, and that there are 34 
other Liberal members who are undecided as to 
what course to pursue toward it. Mr. Caine also 
ptated that the Government’s action on Mon- 
day in not conceding the retention of Irish 
representation caused many Liberals who 
had intended to yote with the Government to 
change their minds. Mr. Trevelyan maintained 
that home rule was unfeasible and opposed to 
the spiritof the age. Mr. Collings and others 
denounced the pressure imposed upon the oppo- 
nents of the bill. lt was apparent, he said, that 
the Liberal Association's supportof Mr. Glad- 
stone was to be attributed to a sudden burst of 
Pmerentis- Caim refiection would compel the 

iberais to confess that the seceders were acting 
in the best interests of the Liberal Party. The 
meeting lasted two hours, It was unanimously 
agreed that some sortof autonomy should be 
granted to Ireland, but on a basis different from 
that upon which Mr. Gladstone’s scheme is 
founded. 

The relations between Mr. Chamberlain and 
Lord Hartington are very cordial. : 

Mr. Chamberlain writes to the Belfast Liberal 
Association that the ordinary Englishman hardly 
recognizes at present the fact that there are two 
nations in Ireland, and that when he does he 
will see that it would be as unfair to force the 
Uister Protestants to submit to the Catholic 
Nationalists as to expect the latter to accept 
without appeal the views otf Englishmen and 
Scotchmen. 

Ministerialists say that an important conces- 
sion wili be announced in the House of Com- 
mons to-morrow. The amendment will, it is 
said, provide fora ful representation of Ireland 
in the British Parliament to vote on foreign 
questions, the budget, and customs and excise 
measures. The Radical seceders will be con- 
tented with nothing short of regular representa- 
tion of Ireland. 

Lord Hartington is ready to form a Ministry 
of moderates. Lord Sahsbury has promised his 
support, although no Conservatives will join 
Lord Hartington’s Cabinet. It is expected that 
Mr. Trevelyan will join Lord Hartington, but 
that Mr. Chamberlain will hold aloof. 

Mr. Gladstone’s supporters threaten to bring 
about a dissolution of Parliament, but it is cer- 
tain that the Queen would refuse her assent to 
dissolution under the present prospect of the 
defeat of the Home Rule bill. Bank of Ireland 
stock rose to-day from 249 to 252. 

deputation of workiugmen from Ulster 
waited to-day upon Mr. Thomas Burt, member 
of Parliament for Morpeth, a Radical, and upon 
other members of the House of Commons, to 
protest against home rule. 

The second reading of the Land Purchase bill 
bas been postponed until Monday next, and it 


Will probably be further deferred, 


Mr. Labouchére, addressing a meeting of his 
constituents to-night, said he had Mr. Parneil’s 
autbority for denying the statement that the 
Nationalist members of Parliament wouid not 
support the Home Rule bill if an amendment 
were introduced providing for. the retention of 
Irish representatives at Westminster. The 
speaker himself favored Irish representation in 
the Imperial Parliament. 


Ata meeting of the London and Counties Lib- 
eral Union resolutions were adopted favoring 
the main vriaciples of the Home Rule bil!. Sev- 
eral amendments which were proposed were 
jRoisily rejected. 

It is stated that the loyalists in Ulster are con- 
cealing arms fearing that Mr. Morley, Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, will order the police to 
make raidsfor the purpose of disarming the 
people. 


A leading English Liberal has subscribed £100 
toaidin buying arms for the Orangemen of 
Armagh. Drill clubs are being formed by the 
Armagh loyalists. 

Michael Davitt in an interview declared that 
he would rouse the members of the National 
League in Ireland and America if Mr. Gladstone 
yielded to Mr. Chamberiain’s demands for the 
modification of the Home Rule bill. In refer- 
ence to the opposition of the people of Ulster to 
home rule Mr. Davitt said scornfully: “ Leave 
them alone to us. We will make short work of 
those gentry. Tney are not Irishmen, but only 
Englishmen and Scotchmen who have settled 
among us. It would be an absurdity to allow 
them to dictate to Irishmen as to how Ireland 
should be guvernea. The Nationalists will wage 
war to the death against any bill which does not 
‘subject Ulster to the rule of the statutory Par- 
liament at Dublin.” 


A petition. 371 yards lone and signed by 30,000 
women of Tlister, has peen banded in at the 
Home Office. It is addressed to the Queen and 
beseeches her to withhold her assent from any 
Home Rule bill which may be passed. The first 
three signatures to the petition are those of the 
Duchess of Abercorn, the wite of Bishop Knox, 
and Mrs. Henderson, of Norwood Tower, Bel- 
fast, aud they represent, respectively, the nobil- 
ity, the church, and the people. 

Ferdinand James de Rothschild, Liberal mem- 
ber of Pariiament for the Aylesbury division of 
Buckinghamshire, has written a public letter 
Dpposing Mr. Giaastone’s Home Rule bill, and 
asking Conservatives and Liberals alike to peti- 
tion against the adoption of the measure. 

At a conference to-day of members of the 
House of Commons in favor ot a bimetallic 
standard of currency it was agreed to introduce 
& motion in the House of Commons calling upon 
the Government to open negotiations with the 
great commercial nations to fix the ratio be- 
tween goid and silver international currency. 

The British schooner Mary, Queen of the Sea, 


Capt. Talbot, from Demerara tor Newifound- . 


Jand, was destroyed by tire during the voyage. 
The crew were rescued with much difficulty by 
the American Line steamer British Princess 
Capt. Freeth, for Liverpool from Philade!tpnia. 
Several of the men were badly burned and ail 
were exhausted and suffering when picked up. 
The passengers of the steamer presented a purse 
to the men who took partin the rescue as a re- 
ward for their bravery. 

The Anchor Line steamer Furnessia, Capt. 
Hedderwick, while proceeding down the Clyde 
on her way from Glasgow to New-Yerk, came in 
collision with the Austrian steamer Tisza. Sev- 
eral of the Furnessia’s frames and plates were 
damaged. The Tisza careened and shipped a 
heavy sea, but she afterward righted. Both 
steamers are now at Greenock. 

A circular has been signed by the leading 
doctors of England inviting M. Pasteur to Lou- 
don to describe his experiments on rabies, 

The Crown Princess of Germany started to- 
day tor Berlin. 


Lonpon, May 13.—Mr. Gladstone, reply- 
ing toa congratulatory telegram from the Pre- 
muer of Nova Scotia, expresses cordial ard re- 
spectful thanks on behalf of the Cabinet. 

Lord Hartington will meet hia followers in the 
House of Commons to-morrow. 

Mr. Gladstone will convene a meeting of his 

Liberal supporters in the House of Cotmmons, 
probably on Saturday, in accordance with 
a wish geoersily expressed at an informal 
meeting on Tuesday. The latter meeting 
deprecated hurrying the second reading of 
the Home Rule bill while dissension on the de- 
tails prevents a general agreement on the princi- 
pie of the bill. A motion to approach Mr. 
Chamberlain with the object of inducing him to 
withdraw bis opposition was resented and was 
withdrawn. 
. The i aity News says that if Mr. Chamberlain 
is not satisfied with Mr. Gladstone's concessions 
in connection with the Home Rule bill, be 
phould suggest others on the principle of 
give and take on both sides. The News suggests 
that if the bill passes its second reacing the re- 
muining stages be deterred until the Autumn

A meeting was held to-day by the Conserva- 
tive associations of the seven districts of Bir- 
mingbam. Many of the speakers taiked of a 
possible agreement with the Chamberlain party 
to oppose Mr. Gladstone. 


A NEW GREEK MINISTRY. 
ATuexs, May 12.—A new Ministry has 
been formed, as follows: M. Valvis, Premier and 
Minister of Justice; Gen. Petmizas, Minister of 
War; M. Miodalis, Minister of Marine; M. Lou- 
riotis, Minister of Foreign Affairs; M. Avierinos, 


Minister of Finance: M. Venizelos, Minister of 
Eiuecation; M. Papuiliopalos, Minister of the ln- 


terior. 

M. Papamichalopoulos, who was summoned to 
form a new Ministry, declined to assume that 
responsibility because the King insisted that tne 
Ministry should be only a temporary one, formed 
with the object of enabling the summoning of 
the Chamber. It is expected that the Chamber 


Will be convoked within 10 days im order that the 











decision of the Ministry touching disarmament 
may be ratified. The trade of the country is for 
the present paralyzed, and the blockade of the 
ports will continue until a stable Government 
has been formed and Greece defers to the wishes 
of the Powers.

DR. PHILLIPS BROOKS DECLINES. 


WILL NOT LEAVE HIS BOSTON CHURCH FOR 
AN ASSISTANT BISHOPRIC. 


PHILADELPHIA, May 12.—The Rey. Dr. 


Phillips Brooks, of Boston, will not be the As- 
sistant Bishov of the Diocese of Pennsylvania. 
The declination has not been officially received 
by the committee appointed to notify him, but 
they have received information from persons in 
Boston who have communicated with Dr, 
Brooks. When the committee receive the 
official notification from the reverend gentle- 
man they will notify Bishop Stevens first be- 
fore making it public. There is no doubt 
that the Bostonians have been authoritatively 
informed of the refusal of Mr. Brooks to leave 
his congregation in that city. The meeting 
where Dr. Brooks was nominated by the Low 
Church party was at Grace Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in this city, last week. Two letters and 
a telegram were read, in which he stated that he 
would absolutely refuse to accept the position 
if offered to him. Many of those present ex- 
pressed their belief thatif the convention should 
select Dr. Brooks he would realize a responsi- 
bility placed upon him that he could not 
feel before, and that he would not refuse 
to accept without giving the matter 
very serious consideration, and that it 
was extremely probable he would accept the 
bonor bestowed upon him. At this gathering 
the Rev. Dr. William Neilson McVickar was 
nominated as the second choice of those pres- 
ent. The selection, it is claimed, before the 
next convention will: be that of Dr. Thomas F. 
Davies, of St. Peter’s Church, Third and Pine 
streets, or the Rev. Dr. McVickar, of the Church 
of the Holy Trinity, Nineteenth and Walnut 
streets. A prominent churchman said to-day 
that on the reception of an official declination 
from Dr. Brooks a convention will be called 
within six montbs for the purpose of electing an 
Assistant Bishop.

SAFE FOR FIFTEEN YEARS, 


ANOTHER OF THE TARRYTOWN BURGLARS 
DISPOSED OF. 

Boston, May 12.—Edward P. Timmins, 
the Tarrytown (N. Y.) burglar, who, after his ar- 
rest in Lynn for highway robbery upon Benja- 
min A. Ward, a well known broker of that city, 
went to Tarrytown and testified against his pals, 
was arraigned to-day in the Essex County Su- 
perior Court on the indictment against him for 
the Lynn case. He was bronght into court 


handcuffed between two prisoners, xnd when his 
case was Called stood erect and calmly faced 
the court. He pleaded guilty, and after 
the Dristrict Attorney had reviewed the 
case, and he had been asked if he had anything 
tosay why sentence should not be passed, to 
which he replied ‘* Nothing, Sir,” be was sen- 
tenced to 15 years* bard labor in the State prison. 
Timmins is 25 years old, anda native of New- 
York. The robbery was committed on the night 
of Feb. 1. Onhis way home Mr. Ward noticed 
three suspicious men following him. He took 
the middie of the road, and hurried onward, 
when he heard steps bebind him, and the 
next moment received a blow on the 
head from ai sandbag. which, but for 
the protection of his sti bat, would undoubt- 
edly bave killed him. As it was, he was stunned. 
On coming to himself he found his watch and 
money gone. A night or two afterward there 
was a fightin one Margaret Ward's saloon, evi- 


dently begun with the intention of robbing the

MR. ARMOUR DECLARES THAT TRE WATER 


Is PURE. 
CHICAGO, May 12.—Replying to the 
charges of the New-York butchers that the Chi- 
cago packers wash their fresh meat in dirty arte- 


sian well water before shipping it East, and the 
action of the New-York Health Board in send- 


ing Dr. Cyrus Edson here to investigate the 
matter, P. D. Armour to-day said: 

= **A man by the name of Myers. an employe of 
the New-York City Health Department, visited 
Chicago a few weeks ago, spending three or 
four daysinthecity. During his stay he called 
on me several times and asked me for employ- 
ment, using that pretext to hide his real busi- 
ness, On his return he took a specimen of 
water with him, and its analysis in New-York 
showed that it contained certain impuritiés, 
among which was decayed organic matter. 
Now, our artesian water is taken from a depth 
of 1,600 to 2,000 feet, and, as everybody knows, 
there are no impurities of the kind found 
in the analysis referred to, which leaves 
the conclusion that Myers failed to take 
back s specimen of the water we use, 
or deliberately placed the impurities in it him- 
self. I’m inclined to think he came here in the 
employ of the New-York butchers, and for the 
express purposé of bolstering up some such 
scheme. We have no fears of the resuit of Dr. 
Edson’s investigation, for he is sure to discover 
that he has been imposed on by Myers,”*

Officers 
Jacob Hansen and Lawrence Murphy will have 
to go through the remaining years of their lives 
cripples, the first minus a leg and the 
other a foot, but the brave fellows accept 
their situations without a murmur. Charles 
Schumacher, the young tailor who was shot 
through the liver by a policemen during the 
riot and who hes suffered great agony ever 
since, died at midnight. He declared from the 
first that he was not a Socialist.

HARVARD COLLEGE PREACHERS. 

Boston, Mass., May 12.—At a meeting 
of the Board of Overseers of Harvard College 
this morning, the President and Yellows were 
concurred with in their vote that five 
preachers to the University be annually appoint- 
‘ed by the President and Fellows, with the con- 
currence of the Board of Overseers, who, in 
conjunction and with the consent of the Plum- 
mer Professor of Christian Morals, sball arrange 
and conduct the religious services of the uni- 
versity. The following gentlemen were ap- 

ointed as preachers for the year 1886-7: The 

ev. E. E. Hale, D., the Rev. Phillips 
Brooks, D. D., the Rev. Alexander McKenzie, 

. D., the Rev. Richard Montagu, A. B., and 
the Rev. George A. Gordon, A. B., elect- 
ing as Plummer Professor of Christian 
Morals Francis G. Peabody, A. M. The 
Overseers also voted that it was advisable 
to permit applicants for admission to present 
a scientific substitute for either Greek or Latin, 
one of these two languages to be always re- 
quired, and provision being made for elementary 
instruction in Greek and Latin as elective in 
the cuollege course; also, that in addition to 
the present regulations fur admission to the 
Department of History, a proper knowledge of 
the outlines of universal history and of the 
history of the United States should be re- 
quired; that a more constant attendance 
at recitations should be required, and such 
attendance should be more § stringently 
enforced that is now the case; that more 
careful attention should be wiven by the Fac- 
ulty to the admini:- tration of the elective sys- 
tem, and that a more careful supervision should 
be exercised by the Faculty, through committees 
or in such other way 44 may seem hest, over the 
choice of studies made by the studexta, and over 
the results of such chcice, as shown by the daily 
work of the undergraduates.

COMMERCE BY RAILROAD 


‘THE BILL TO REGULATE CHARGES: 


PASSED BY THE SENATE, 
ONLY FOUR VOTES CAST AGAINST IT—MIN- 
ISTER COX’S STEAM LAUNCH—INDEM- 
NITY FOR THE CHINESE MASSACRE. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—After a debate 
lasting a good many days the Senate has passed 
the Inter-State Commerce bill by the decisive 
majority of 43 in a total vote of 47. Numerous 
changes have been made in the text of the meas- 
ure as it came from the Cullom committee. 
Most of these are in the line of perfecting 
the language of the Dill, more fully to 
carry out its purposes, and only one was 
of special importance. This was Mr. Camden’s 
proposition to provide that common carriers 
shall not charge more for the transportation of 
freight or passengers for a sborter than a 
longer distance over the same line in the same 
direction. Most of the debate upon the bill 
was upon this amendment, and it was carried in 
the Committee of the Whole by a narrow ma- 
jority. To-day it was carried again in the Sen- 
ate,and by Mr. Edmunds’s efforts it was made 
more stringent. As it was finally agreed 
to the amendment prohibits the charg- 
ing of more for a short than a long 
haul over the same line, in the same direction, 
from the same starting point or to the same des- 
tination. The chief objection raised by the op- 
ponents of the short-haul provision was that it 
was a direct blow to the interests of the West, 
whose people had to send their produce long 
distances to find a market. The effect of the 
amendment, it was declared, would be to enable 
the Baltimore & Ohio, the New-York Central, 
Pennsylvania, and other reads to obtain 
local and short-haul rates on the corn, 
wheat, beef, wool, &c., brought from 


the West to the seaboard, which 
would virtually close all markets to the 
Western farmer and drive him-into bankruptcy. 
Tbe high long-distance rates, which it was as- 
sumed would follow the amendment, would, it 
was also arguea, prevent successful competition 
by American tarmers in foreign countries. Some 
of the Senators who objected to the amendment 
expressed the opinion that Congress ought not 
to interfere with the question of rates at ail. 
The argument that shipper of freight 
from a point 100 miles from New-York 
should not be charged more for’. the 
transportation of his goods to the metropolis 
than the shipper 1,000 miles distant proved, 
however, to be too strong for the opponents of 
theshort haul. Itis not unlikely, too, that the 
Camden amendment obtained some votes it 
migbt not have received bad it not been for the 
proviso attached to the section. By this proviso 
authority is given to the commission to be ap- 
pointed under the bill to make exceptio:s to the 
rule, and thus to permit less to be charged for 
a longer than a shorter haul. Some Senators 
think the proviso is broad enough to enable the 
commission to excuse ail common Carriers from 
obeying the short-haul section.

Minister Cox’s steam launch got in the way 


to-day of the Democratic effort to economize in 
expenditures, and the discussion of a proposed 
increase for Mr. Cox’s convenience brought ona 
bantering debate, in which the absence of Mr. 
Cox was regretted. Mr. Belmont had called up 
the Diplomatic and Consular Appropriation 
bill, and balfan hour of genera! debate had ful- 
lowed his explanation of the measure. When 


the items of the bill were taken up, and 
that appropriating $1,800 for the use of 


a steam launch for the Minister at 
Constantinople was reached, it provoked a 
question asto the necessity for appropriating 
860 more than was spent last year upon the 
same service. The State Department had esti- 
mated for $1,000, but had inclosed to the com- 
mittee a Jetter from Mr, Cox explaining that he 
could not get the launch again for less than $200 


amonth, Mr, Hewitt told a humiliating story

and needlessly expensive. Mr. Reed, ina brief 
but very witty speech, ridicuJed the Democratic 
idea brougbt forward at the time Mr. Cox made 
the speech quoted, of the sort of ** diplomacy 
on wheels”? to be carried on by a. Grand Moeul 
who was to travel around attending to the 
diplomatic affairsofali Europe. 1t gratified him 
to learn that all that was forgotten, Not long 
ago Mr. Hewitt could not open his mouth 
without emitting talk about “free raw ma- 
terials.” New, not a word was heard about that 
subject; allof which he attributed to the fact 
that the Democratic Party had ceased to bea 
party of opposition. As Mr. Hewitt nad declared 
that he wasin favor of spending $800 to main- 
tain the honor of the American flag, he would be 
giad to see how many Democrats valued 
the flag at as much as $800, was 
to no purpose that Mr. Morrison and 
Mr. Blount reminded the House that 
if $1,000 a year was enough fora Republican 
Minister for the service it ought to be enough 
fora Democratic Minister. The House, by a 
vote of 58 to 87, adopted the committee's recom- 
menpdation for the increase. Mr. Morrison at- 
tributed the favorabie vote to the tact that all 
the Republicans voted against bim and the 
Democrats were out at the races. The reading 
of the bill proceeded rapidly after this, and Mr, 
Belmont expects to be able to pase it to-morrow. 


For a short time to-day the house discussed 
the joint resolution from the Foreign Affairs 
Committee proposing to indemnify the Chinese 
of Rock Springs, Wyoming, for the damages 


inflicted upon them in September, 1885, by a 
mob. The story of the outrage was well told by 
Mr. Perry Beimont in calling up the resolution. 
White miners had organized a strike; the 
Chinese had refused to join the strikers. For 
their refusal they were set upon by 150 armed 
men; 28 Chinese were killed and others wounded, 
their houses were burned, and they were driven 
away. For this outrage the committee has re- 
ported in favor of paying $147,000 by way of in- 
demnity. The House gave strict attention to 
Mr. Belmont’s very graphic relation ot the 
events at Rock Springs and to his clearly made 
point that the resolution would, if passed, be re- 
garded asan expression ot sympathy with vic- 
tims of a wrong the Government could not 
prevent or foresee. It was an instance 
of mob violence to be condemned, and 
in the performance of a plain duty all 
considerations of responsibility on the part of 
the Federal Government should be waived. Mr. 
Belmont was admirabiy supported by Mr. Hill 
of Illinois, by Mr. Rice of Massachusetts, Mr. 
Worthington of lllinois, and Mr. Morrow of 
California, the latter gentleman appearing to 
great advantage beside his colleagues, Mr. Fel- 
ton and Mr. McKenna. Mr. Morrow overlooked 
what he called the doubtful propriety of such a 
measure and because the Rock Springs affair 
was disgraceful and inexcusable, invyolv- 
ing the national fame, he favored it. 
He was rather proud that no. citizen 
of the United States was engaged in 
the massacre, but he _ not think 
that fact righted the wrong. California desired 
by treaty to secure from China consent to an 
absolute cessation of Chinese immigration, and 
the passage of the resolution would assist the 
Executive in the attempt to secure the consent 
of China. Mr. Felton was disposed to have the 
outrage regarded as a natural result of 
the presence of Chinese in the country, 
and Mr. MeKenna did not hesitate to 
declare his impression that an outbreak 
of race antipathy, even when made horrible by 
arson and murder, was insufficient reason for an 
expenditure of $147,000 in what he called 
*‘romanticand showy comity.” Mr. Hill gave in- 
stances of demands by the United States upon 
China that looked as though this Government 
had at times been disposed to act like a greedy 
bully. The hour in which the resolution was 
entitled to be considered expired before action, 
and it went over,

SAD CASE OF INSANITY. 


INDIANA’S ATTORNEY-GENERAL COMMITTED 
TO THE STATE ASYLUM. 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 12.—The Hon. Francis 
T. Hord, Attorney-General of the State of Indi- 
ana, has been adjudged to be insane by a com- 
mission consisting of Justices Smock and Feible- 
man and Dr. Wands and sent tothe State hos- 
pital, where he will probably remain fora long 
time. This decisive action was taken with the 
knowledge and consent of his family and friends, 
as his mania had a homicidal tendency, and 
grave fears were entertained that he might com- 
mit murder, The circumstances of his case 
are particularly deplorable, for he is a 
gentleman of very fine attainments, 
an excellent lawyer. and one who has 
occupied various responsible positions, 
filling them honorably and creditably. For 
more than a year his malady has been painfuliy 
noticeable, and of Jate he has ben gradually 
growing ‘worse. He has been a very hard 
student, spending nights as well as the days 
with bis books, completely wrapped up in them, 
and this, combined with a nervous temperament 
and the inordinate use of tobacco in various 
forms, has had much to do with bringing avout 
his present condition. He has not been addicted 
to the use of intoxicants to any great extent; in 
fact, he very seldom drank any liquor. 

Late last Fallit was thought best to send him 
tothe sanitarium at Cincinnati for rest and 


treatment,{but the restraint there was galling on 


him, and it was decided that he should go abroad. 
He went to Europe alone, with the intention of 
making a tour lasting a year or more, but re- 
turned in three months, and since then he has 
again been working hard, and his haliucinations 
bave been asstrong asever. He has attended to 
the affairs of his office as usual, and has within 
the last few weeks made several lengthy argu- 


ments in important cases, Only yesterday he 
was preparing to make an argument before the 


Supreme Court to-day. 

The form of his ballucination is an unreason- 
ing and utterly baseless jealousy of his wife, an 
estimabdlé and fine woman of 54 vears of age. He 
has threatened the life of Dr. Comstock, a dentist 
here, for no cause at all, and by him the insanity 
proceedings were instituted, with the assistance 
of his brother, the Hon. Uscar B. Hord, formerly 
the State’s Attorney-General, and the law part- 
ner of the late Goy. Baker and Vice-President 
Hendricks. While nominally attending the 
duties of his office he has been leading a dual ex- 
istence, however, tor while he attended to 
his professional duties as usual during the 
day at nights he has been going about 
the city, frequently in disguise, armed with a 
revolver, and threatening to killsomebody. Mr. 
Hord made no resistance to arrest, but bas been 
spending the day looking over the papers in the 
case, and proposes to sue out habeas corpus 
proceedings, threatening, if released, to kill his 
brother and all concerned ih the affair, The 
proceeding was a total surprise to Gov. Gray, 
who knew nothing whatever of the matter until 
this morning, when it became public. Great 
sympathy is felt tor the family, whichis of the 
highest character and social standing. If the 
office is deciared vacant it is likely that the 
Governor will appoint Mr. Hord’s son, William 
I. Hord, who has been bis father's assistant and 
is thoroughly acquainted with the work, 





THE INDIAN TRAINING SCHOOL. 
HARRISBURG, Penn., May 12.—The sev- 
enth annual examination of the Indian Training 


School at Carlisle took place to-day. There 


was a thorough inspection of the institution by 
prominent members of Congress, eminent di- 
vines, and many persons—ladies and gentlemen 
—who have been identified with this Indian 
movement from its inception. The most con- 
spicuous people of the party were Senators Con- 
ger, of Michigan, and Dawes, of Massachusetts; 
Mr. Wellborn, Chairman of tho House indian 
Committee, the National Indian Committee, in- 
cluding Messrs. Allen, Peel of Arkansas, 
Skinner of North Carolina, Hale of Mis- 
souri, Perkins of Kansas, Hailey. Dele-

ichizan; C. C. Painter, agent of the Indian 
Rights Association of Philadeipbia, stationed at 
Washington; the Rev. Dr. Harsha, President of 
the Belleview College, near Omaha; Samuel W. 
Gillespie, of New-York; Miss Fietcher, of Wash- 
ington, who has been s0 active in* her work 
among the Omaha Indians; the Hon. R. x 
Hammond, the Indian legislator of the present 
Massacbusetts Assembly, and Dr. B. F. Shaub, 
Principal of the Millersville State Normal 
School. The school and workshops were all in 
fuli operation, and the visitors had an excellent 
opportunity of studying the system of teaching 
the young Indians. There were recitations by 
the scholars, music, and other exercises, includ- 
ing a parade. 





GOOD PROSPECTS FOR SMALL FRUITS. 
Ronpovut, N. Y., May 12—The small 
fruit crop of the Hudson River Valley promises 
to be not only unusually large, but exception- 
ally fine. Reports received from 31 of the lead- 
ing fruit growing sections are flattering in the 
extreme. Strawberry plants, all agree, will give 


100 per cent. more fruit this year than last, 
and the acreage has been considerably increased, 
The acreage of raspberries is very largely in- 
creased also, and the plants every where promise 
a large fruitage. Currants are fur in advance of 
last year, and unless the worms do great damage 
an exceptionally lurge crop is certain. A prom- 
ise of an increase of 25 per cent. in the grape 
crop, especially in Concords, greatly encour- 
ages the owners of vineyards. Unless 
something unforseen happens, the ap- 
ple crop will be heavy, but the peach crop will 
be light. In some localities this will be a dead 
failure, and around Highland, Esopus, Clinton- 
dale, and Modena a bud on a peach tree is such a 
rarity as to be a curiosity. rees on high land 
will do better than those on low, but the best 
judges say these will not bring more than a 
quarter crop.

A CYCLONE IN ILLINOIS

MANY BUILDINGS IN THE VILLAGE. 


OF ODELL WRECKED. 
THREE PERSONS FATALLY AND THREE SERI- 


OUSLY INJURED—RUINED HOUSES AND“ 


BARNS, ENTAILING A LOSS OF $50,000. 

BLOOMINGTON, Ill., May 12.—A dreadful 
cyclone struck Odell this afternoon and worked 
great destruction and havoc. One brick block 
was wrecked and three warehouses wére un- 
roofed. The Eastern Hotel, Masonic Hall, and 
four store buildings, also the upper 
store of the Angell Block, in which was 
the Odell Bank and Odd Fellows Lodge, 
were completely destroyed. Scarcely a store 
room in the town escaped injury, The loss will 
foot up about $50.000. Houses and barns and 
sheds were twisted off their foundations and de- 
stroyed; treesafoot in diameter were twisted 
off. The large livery barn of Hoke Broth- 
ers was completely destroyed. <A_ large 
three-story elevator, operated by OC. H. 
Chisam, was blown off its foundations 
and badly damaged. The two-story prick hard- 
ware store of S. S. Cole is a total wreck. A num- 
ber of residences were badly wrecked and as 
many as seven barns blown to pieces, The streets 
are filled with timbers, boards, trees, and fences. 
The new schoolhouse is partially unroofed and 
a one-story school building completely demol- 
ished. Those fatally injured are: 

LOTTIE ZWIFLE, 10 years old. Shé was carried 
over 200 feet in the air, fell on the ratlroad track, 
smashing in her skull. 

GEORGE and CHAKLES HOKg, livery men, both 
fatally injured. 

8. 8. Cole, merchant, and two children of John 
Miller are seriously injured. The Miller chil- 
dren bad taken refuge in the brick building and 
were buried in the débris. Two other children 
in the building escaped without a scratch. The 
storm only lasted about five minutes. Ten min- 
utes before the storm the air seemed to get 
green. 

The cyclone struck Odell at 8:40 P. M. and 
was apparently formed by the union of two 
black and ominous storm clouds which were 
first noticed about five miles from Odell, 
one south and one southwest. The wind was 
from the east. At this time the pas- 
senger trains of Chicago and Alton met 
and passed at Odell, which is about 
40 miles from here and 85 from Chicago. The 
engineers of both trains saw the storm ap- 
proaching and stopped their trains, one on each 
side of the town, and the storm swept be- 
tween them. Windows in both trains were 
smashed and the passengers were greatly ter- 
rified. A passenger describes the cyclone cloud 
as an inverted mountain peak of ink darkness, 
streaked with lightning flashes ana accompanied 
by great heat and aioud and dreadful roaring. 


In a few minutes the storm cloud had disap- 
peared and apparently dissipated. Every tel- 
egraph line was wrecked, and commuzsication 
bas not been fully established yet. 

A dispatch from Joliet, Ill... gives the 
following account of the cyclone: *A most 


destructive cyclone is reported from Odell, 


& Village 40 miles south of Joliet, on 


the Chicago and Alton. This afternoon 
about 4o0’clock the storm burst. Delegates to 
the State Sabbath School Convention, return- 
ing on the train arriving here at 6 P. M., 
state that as the _ train neared Odell 


they saw the cyclone approaching. First 
they saw the roof of an elevator raise and 


gail off in: the air and the building collapse. 
Then the hotel and houses raised up, tumbied 
over and over like featners, an@ were shat- 
tered to pieces, both brick and frame and 
all sizes, from shanties to two-story buildings. 


The train was stopped, but as the wind was 
blowin: parallel with the track it was 


not upset, though bricks and sticks broke 


the windows. Considerable time was required 
to move the débris from the track before the 
train could proceed. After the cyclone people 
busied themselves looking under ruined houses 
for those missing. The train resumed its 


journey without giving the delegates a 


chance to learn the casualties, but they report 


that several men, women, and children are 
killed and injured. Local telegraph agents Have 
been trying to raise Odell all the evening, but 
cannot succeed.” 


Odell is a town of 900 inhabitants on the Chicago 
and Alton Railroad and 82 miles from Chicago. 


It is 10 miles northeast of Pontiac, the 


county seat of Livingston County. There are 


three churches, representing the Congregational, 
Roman Catholic, and Methodist denominations. 
There is alsoalarge public school building,in 
which five teachers are employed. The principal 


business of the village is the shipment of grain 
andlive stock.

THE WIRES DEMORALIZED. 
Curicaao, May 12.—Specials from Streator 
and Rockford, l1ll., and Peru, Ind., tell of a terri- 
ble wind and hail storm at those points. About 
5:30 P. M. heavy roaring clouds from the south 
and éast met just over the city of Rockford and 


daylight was suddenly converted into darkness, 
A downpour of immense hailstones followed, 
greatly damaging trees and breakivg windows. 
Inthe country surrounding Streator the rain 
and hailraged for an hour anda half, and the 
destruction visited upon grain, fruit, and all 
vegetation is very great. From Peru, 1Ind., tele- 
grams are received to the effect that houses were 
unroofed, trees uprooted, and wheat blown 
down. A large amount of stock is reported 
killed by the lightning. All the wires leading 
east from Chicago have been badly demoralized 
to-night by storms at Lafayette, Indianapolis, 
Winamac, Logansport, and at Cincinnati a cy- 
clone is reported which has cut the city off from 
telegraphic communication on all sides. 


Storms unusually destructive of telegraph wires 
prevailed last evening over many partsof the 
West and South. A cyclone at Columbus, 
Ohio, was sandwiched between’ thunder- 
storms, accompanied by high winds, at Chicago 
and Cincinnati, while another cyclone was 
sweeping over West Virginia, and a third thun- 
derstorm was making things lively in the neigh- 
borhood of St. Louis. At the Western Union 
office in this city it was said late last night that 
between 7:30 and 8 o’clock the wires to New-Or- 
leans and the Southwest began to give way. 
About 9 o’clock the St. Louis wires went down, 
and a little later the Cincinnati wires fol- 
lowed suit. Communication with  Cuincin- 
nati over one wire by a roundabout way 
was afterward reopened and like communica- 
tion was re-established with New-Orleans. One 
wire remained between Chicago and St. Louis. 
These, however, were entirely inadequate to the 
demands of the press business, . 


THE STORM IN MISSOURI 
FURTHER PARTICULARS RELATING TO THE 
KANSAS CITY DISASTER. 

Kansas City, Mo., May 12.—From evi- 
dence so far collected it is probable that 40 per- 


- sons have lost their lives in the storm of yester- 


day.. The buildings selected for destruction 
were those which were filled with human beings, 
and the consequences were simply appalling. 
The undertakers’ rooms have been, since the 
storm,occupied with bodies maimed and crushed, 
in some instances beyond recognition. From 


‘the Latbrop school came the remains of children 


belonging to leading families, as well as to those 
mn humbler walks of life. The tears and cries of 
mothers of all classes and ranks in life were 
mingled together. The destruction to property 
on the west side and in the bottoms is enormous, 
Telegraph poles strew the streets in every direc- 
tion. 

The storm came up suddenly. It had been 
lowering and cloudy all the morning, but not so 
as to indicate unusual disturbance. The course 
of the clouds was peculiar. They appesred first 
in the northeast, and moved across north of the 
city to the northwest, then, quickly turning, 
came with tearful forae directly at the town. 
The wind blew at the rate of 65 miles an hour, 
and the rain and hail fell in masses with the 
momentum of solid bodies. Fifteen dead

from the Lathrop school building. It was filled 
with about 800 children from 7 to 12-years of age. 
The teachers in some of the rooms dismissed the 
children when the sky became threatening, but 
in others they were detained, even being locked 
in the rooms by one or two of the teachers. 
When the wind was at its height the belfry tot- 
tered and the huge bell came dashing down 
through the centre. The floors gave way be- 
ene oe weight and nearly 100 children were 
uried. 

The news of the frightful death scene at the 
school building spread through the city with 

reat rapidity and ina few minutes the streets 

eading to the buiiding were crowded with peo- 
ple, Parents who hadchildren in the building 
ran to the spot weeping and crying aloud for the 
little ones. The large yard about the building 
was soon a mass of people, and every face 
blanched to the whiteness of death as the 
groans and pleadings of tne children came 
from the mountain of débris, Men 
rusned up the steps, down the wrecked 
stairs and tore at the timbers Which covered the 
dying and dead like madmen. They even 
climbed to the windows, tore down the blinds, 
and smashed the glass in order to enter the build- 
ing. Their very anxiety to reach the imprisoned 
children prevented the work of :escue being 

usbed rapidiy. Soon, however, poiicemen and 

remen arrived, and in a few minutes the first 
injured child was taken out. It was Martha 
Gardner, a little child whose home 1s at. No. 1.018 
Grand-avenue. Her first words were: ** 1 want to 
g0 home to mother.” Then another little gir!, her 
tace covered with blood was carried through 
the crowd. As fast as the children were taken 
from the débris they were carried tothe Nata- 
torium, where the living were cared for by 
physicians who volunteered their services. The 
injured bore their sufferings with a fortitude 
that was heroic, and allowed their wounds to be 
dressed without flinching. They even tried to 
cheer their weeping parents who bent above the 
cots. The crowd became so great that the door 
had to be closed against all save those who had 
dead or injured children lying in the room. 
Men half crazed with grief struck the door 
with their fists, and pleaded for admittance. 
= My God !” exclaimed one, *“* you have’ not the 
feelings of a parent or you would not keep me 
out.” One poor woman whose child was among 
the missing was completely crazed with grief. 
With hands clasped above her head, she walked 
from cot to cot the perfect picture of a maniac. 
Her utterances were incoherent and her actions 
wild. Without the doora louder wail than any 

et heard echoed through the long bath room, 

t was the wailof a mother following two stal- 
wart men who bore the dead body of her 
daughter between them. ‘* Dead ?” asked the 
doctor as the men entered the room. “ Dead,” 
said one of the men as he tenderly laid down the 
lifeless child upon the cot, ** Yes, dead,’’ cried 
the mother in tones which those who head will 
never forget. 

It is believed that 10 persons have lost their 
Jives in the overall factory, that number of em- 
ployes being unaccounted for, In addition to 
Henry Dougherty, Deputy Sheriff, Will Hedges, 
Deputy Recorder, was killed at the Court House 
by falling walls. A teamster named Flaherty 
was killed while fleeing for safety, being hit by 
fiving timbers, and an inmate of the Sisters 
Hospital died from fright while the storm was 
as its height. 


SEDALIA, Mo., May 12.—Yesterday after- 
noon Sedalia experienced the heaviest rain and 
hail storm it has known in years. It was accom- 
panied by a heavy wina, but the gale was of 
short duration. The galvanized iron cornice on 
the north side of the dome of the new Court 
House was biown off and ianded or the roof, but 
the building was not seriously damaged. in 
East Sedalia the blacksmith shop of W. J. Hen- 
dricks, a frame structure, was razed to the 
ground. In various portions of the city trees 
were snapped in twain as though mere pipe 
stems, while signs and awnings were hurled 
promiscuously about the streets. Roadmaster 

eter Rockwell received telegrams informing 
him that bridges near Pieasant Hill and Littie 
Blue, on the main line of the Missouri Pacific 
Road, had been seriously damaged by floods. In 
this city, the principal streets resemble rivers, 
the small sewers proving wholly inadequate for 
the vast volumes of water which fell. No loss 


of life has been reported in this city or vicinity. 


Roa, Mo., May 12.—-The report comes 
from Vichy Springs, 12 miles north of Rolla, 
that the greater part of that town was de-

GREEN RIDGE, Mo., May 12.—The viliage 
of Green Ridge suffered severely by yesterday's 
storm. Houses were removed from their foun- 
dations, outbuildings were destroyed, fences 


were blown down, and great damage was done 
to fruit and shade trees. The glass in the win- 
dows of nearly every building in town exposed 
to the fury of thestorm was shattered by hail. 
No lives were lost,and none of those injured is 
in a dangerous condition. 


A STORM IN VIRGINIA, 


Wincuester, Va., May 12.—A: fearful 


storm passed over this place this evening, lasting 
15 minutes. Two clouds of a greenish cast, hang- 
ing low, one from the northeast, the other from 
the southwest, met and burst immediately 
over the city. The wind attained a great 


velocity and hailstones the size of walnuts fell 


to a depth of from two inches to three feet, 
Trees were strioped of their foliage, and the 
rain fell in torrents, filling the streets and 
cellars. Every house with a western ex- 
posure had all the window glass destroyed. 
Carriages were overturned on the roads leading 
to the city, the occupants narrowly escaping 
with their lives.

WIND STORMS ELSEWHERE. 

EVANSVILLE, Ind., May 12.—The loss by 
last night’s storm is very great. The roof of 
Mackey, Nesbit & Co.’s dry goods building was 
blown off and the entire stock was deluged; joss, 
$30,000. John J. Sinzich, side of building caved 
in and roof crashed through tothe floor, ruining 
stock worth $15,000; building, $50,000. Sweetzer, 
Caldwell & Co., notions, roof off, stock ruined; 
loss, $25,000. Boetticher, Kellogg &Co., hard- 


ware; loss by water, $15,000. Armstrong Furni- 
ture Company, roof off, stock duiuged; loss, 
$10,000. Miller Brothers, dry goods, stock de- 
luged, roof off; loss, $10,000. Besides these there 
are reports from 385 other merchants, whose 
losses range arom $5,000 to $200. Vari- 
ous dwelling houses are also damayed 
more or less by the destruction ot _ roofs 
and deluge of water. ‘The steamer Jennie 
Campbell bad a thrilling experience on her way 
up from Henderson. Wheu opposite the cotton 
mills, inthe lower partof the city, the storm 
struck her and blew tue steamer into a raftoft 
saw logs, careening her over until the water got 
into her coal boxes. Her chimneys were biown 
off and carried up the river a quarter of a mile, 
while her bell was blown 150 feet on shore. The 
boat whistled for assistance and the tug Isabella 
went down in the storm and towed her up to the 
city. ‘Two men attempted to cross the river ina 
skiff as the storm broke, and itis probable that 
they were lost. Joseph Effinger, a farmer, driv- 
ing along Water-street in the storm, was struck 
by a falling tree and his skull fractured, which 
resulted in his death. 


PirtspurRG, Penn., May 12.—Late dis- 
patches from points along the Conemaugh Val- 
ley report several persons seriously injured by 
the tornado which passed over that section on 
Monday evening. Mrs. James Brett, who bad 

iven bifth to a child only about three hours 
ferore and wasin bed atthe time, was carried 
out over a fence into a field, and was picked up 
more dead than alive. She is not expected to live. 

Bertie Foust, a friend of Mrs. Brett, was 
carriei some distance, and had _ her face 
terribly iucerated, besides receiving pain- 
fu; body bruises. Mrs. Taylor was thrown 
down and her ankle sprained. Mrs. Macrum and 
her aged mother were lifted off their feet and 
slightly Injured. John Foust’s bouse was blown 
down. The bedclothes were curried a mile and 
a half and lodged in treetops. Telegraph poles 
along the railroad were blown down, cows were 
killed, and trees were blown fully 200 feet in the 
air, while fences and small buildings were noth- 
ing but strawsin the way. At McConnellsburg, 
Penn., the Methodist Episcopal church was 
struck by lightning, the spire shattered, and con- 
siderable damage done to the auditorium and 
Jecture room. Two men engage in burning 
lime were prostrated by a bolt of lightning, 
and two horses were killed.

CAPTAIN .KINNEY'S STORY 


HOW THE ADAMS WAS SEIZED BY 
THE LANSDOWNE. 

NO ‘BAIT “PURCHASED IN DIGBY TO BE 
USED IN FISHING IN BRITISH WATERS’ 
—THE VESSEL’S NAME NOT HIDDEN, 

Diesy, Nova Scotia, May 12.—Capt. Kin¢ 


“ney makes the following statement of the seiz- 


ure of his schooner: 

** We arrived st Digby on Wednesday night a 
week ago at 6 o’clock and came to anchor at 
Granville and remained there until 5 o’clock on 
Thursday morning, when we got under way and 
started to leave the basin. We had got outdide 
the basin about a mile when the wind left usand 
the flood tide carried us back into the basin 
again. After we got in wesailed around differ. 
ent parts of the basin and about 10 o’clock an- 
chored about a mile from Bear Island, where we 
laid about two hours. We then shifted up the 
Dutch shore about two miles, where we laid 
until about 7 o’cluck in the evening, 
when we again shifted our anchorage to an- 
other place more suitable for a harbor. ‘This 
was about 7 o'clock on Thursday evening. Wa 
remained in the same place until about 4 o’clock 
in the morning, when we got under way and 
started a second time to leave the basin. Shortly 
after we got under way we saw a boat rowing to- 
ward us from a steamer lying off Digby. At that 
time we did not know what steamer it was, but 
she afterward turned out to be the Lansdowne. 
The boat came alongside us after we had gone 
about a mile andahaif. The boat was in com- 
mand of the First Officer of the Lansdowne. He 
asked our place of hail, owners, and Captain’s 
name, and what we were there for. 1 answered 
bis questions and he went away apparently sat- 
isfied. Then we proceeded on our course to xo 
out, which we failed to do, the wind leaving 
us. The vessel grounded on the west 
shore an hour from low water, and we remained 
aground about two hours, when we floated 
again. The flood tide brought us back into the 
basin, where the same officer who bad boarded 
us before came out to us again. He came op 
deck and afterward made a search of our cargo. 
Hetold usthatthe search was made by Capt. 
Scott’s orders. While he was making the search 
be found herring, and asked me how old they 
were. Itold him they were 10 days old, which I 
considered they were by the size of them. The 
officer and boat’s crew returned to the Lans- 
downe and shortly after cafe back to us with 
another man, whom I suppose is Capt. Dakin, 
who also examined the cargo and went back 
to the Lansdowne again. Tien the same 
officer and crew who were on board 
first came back and said we would 
be delayed for some time, and ordered us up to 
Digby to anchor as near the Lansdowne 48 possi- 
ble, which order we promptly obeyed. After we 
had come to anchor a boat's crew of tive men, 
armed with cutlasses and revolvers, and in 
charge of the second officer, boarded us and or- 
dered us to lower our sails, which were still up, 
and to wait for further orders from Capt. Scott. 
He told us also thatan investigation was being 
held aboard. Four hours later Capt. Scott him- 
selr came on board and examined our cargo ana 
then seized the vessel in the name of the Queen 
for the violation of the Fishery law. 1 donot 
remember the exact language used on the occa- 
sion. I made no resistance whatever. Capt. 
Scott then read from a paper before the 
crew to the effect that we might either 
go ashorethere or go to St. John. Ii then came 
ashore to visit the Consular agent at Digby, but 
did not find him, and returned to the Lansdowne 
and informed Capt. Scott that I preterred we 
should go to St. John as passengers. Then ne in- 
formed me that he would not start before Satur- 


day morning, and that land my crew might re- 


main on board of our vessel during the night {f 
wechose. A guard of five armed men was kept 
on board all nignt. in the evening I came ashore 
an@ called at the resfdence of Consular Agent 
Stewartand asked for instructions as to what 
course to pursue. He advised me to go tost. 
Jobn, which I did the following day. After re- 
maining in St. John for four days | received in- 


structions to return to Digby and report to Con- 
gul-General Phelan, which I have done,” 
“ Did you purchase bait while im Digby 2” 


“I deny having purchased any bait while in 
Digby for the purpose of fishins in British 
Waters.” 

** What about the alleged 
the name of the vessel ?”” 

“I deny most emphatically that the name of 
the vessel was covered either with canvas 
nailed over it orin any other way. Of course 
there is a possibility that some of the loose 
gear that is always lying about the deck of 
a fishing vessel might have been hanging over 
a portion of the name, butas tor covering up 
the name intentionally, that is positively un-~ 

This statement of mine can be supported 
by every man of the crew.” 

Commander Scott, of the steamer Lansdowne, 
said to-day that the David J, Adams had been 
withdrawn from the hands of Collector Vieis 
in order that the process of libelling ber might 
be gone through with before giving her into 
the custody of the customs officers. When this 
action had been taken the schooner would be re- 
delivered to the Digby Collector. Tne only 
proper place for her, deciared Capt. Scott, is 
in charge of the customs, for the law says 
so without question, and in their possession 
she must remain until the case is disposed 
of by the Admiralty Court. That the 
seizure would be adjudicated in the Vice-Ad- 
miralty Qourt at Halifax the Captain had nos 
the slighte*t doubt, and he said he believea the 
outcome of the hearing there would bea de- 
cision against the dams, for, said he, where 
there is the slightest ground for action arainsta 
vessel the Vice-Admiralty Court never failsto 
decide for the prosecution. In this case the 
foundation for action was of a more than slight 
nature, and there could be no doubt of the final 
result, Commander Scott reiterated bis convic~ 
tion of the guilt of Capt. Kinney, and said the 
latter simply lied when he denied the purchas- 
ing of bait. 

The Consul says he has made close inquiries 
into the report that the name of the Adams 
was covered by canvas to conceal her identity,, 
and is unable to find any foundation for the

The real estate was first offered. The bidding 
wasslow. Itetarted at $10,000 und rose by easy 
stages to $35,000, at which figure it was knocked 
down toC. Fred Richards, of New-York. He 
was beartily congratulated on his bargain. The 
property is estimated to be worth anywhere be- 
tween.$50,000 and $60,000. About 15 minutes only 
was consumed in the sale of tne realestate.

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MOUNTED ON TWO WINNERS | 


HAPS AND MISHAPS AT THE CE- 
DARHURST RACES, 
BETTING ONLY TEMPORARILY STOPPED— 
NE RIDER KICKED AND ANOTHER 
THROWN—THE SUCCESSFUL HORSES. 


Foxhall Keene, son of Broker James R. 
Keene, was a hero at Cedarhurst yesterday. He 
won both races in which he had a mount, as he 
bad done on Monday. He was warmly congrat- 
viated on all sides, and was scarcely less than 
idolized by the young women who wear “ west- 
kits.” standing collars, shirt bosoms, and gentie- 
men’s scarfs and have horsey proclivities. 
Keene bore his honors meekly and was as mod- 
est as a young girl under the shower of praises. 
When on a hunter’s back his colors area black 
waist, with red sleeves with white hoops, anda 
black cap witha gold tassel. Off his horse he 
wears along and somewhat rusty ulster reach- 
ing to hisspurs, and carriesa most commonplace 
sort of riding whip in his hand, instead of the 
ivory and goid handled whip which most gentle- 
men riders affect. Keene’s prominent, but not 
specially expressive, features, his slight, sandy 

_ mustache, and his darker hair, which he carefully 
parts in the middle, are shrouded under a yel- 
lowish brown derby hat when he wanders on the 
clubhouse verandas between races. 

“* Pox’ isin just lovely form this year, you 
know,” said a-charming young lady after Keene 
bad landed Dundee as winner in the Hunters’ 
handicap steeplechase, “and last year, don’t you 
know, he didn’t ride wellatall. I’m just going 
to back him for every mount he has during this 
meeting.” 

“But suppose Griffin is up against him?” 
queried another beauty who was inthe box with 
her. * You know he’s won four mounts, too, in 
the past two days.” 

“TI don’t care, I'll back * Fox,’ tor he’s a gen- 
tleman,and blood will tell,don’t you know. 
Just see how Mr. Lloyd won the Hempstead 
Heath on Monday, on Rose, when the profes- 
sional jockeys had him beaten at the Jast hurdle. 
Oh, don’t talk to me, blood tells in men as well 
as in horses, and *twould be a good thingif our 
young swells would remember it.” 

Se the gossip ran on in the society quarters. 
Up to this time, just before the fourth race was 
called, there had been no open betting under the 
great blue and white striped marquee. Book- 
makers, pool sellers, and bettors were there, but 
s0 were Sheriff Mitchell. of Queens County, anda 
host of Deputies, Capt. Kavanagh and asquad of 
police, and Detective “ Bob"? Pinkerton and a 
squad of his detectives. District Attorney Flem- 
ing had sent word that any one who attempted to 
do any pooi selling should be arrested. While 
the pool seilers and bettors were fuming and 
swearing and betting on the quiet, as best they 
coufd, there was a sensation right under the 
centre of tne big tent. It was just before the 
sé@cond race. 

“Ili give two to one on Santa Claus,” shouted 
little Thomas D. McMahon, as he shoved his 
right hand up into the air. 

*“No you wont,” said Police Capt. Kavanagh, 
“for I'l make you my prisoner for offering to 
violate the law.” 

McMahon wastakgn at once to the associa- 
tion’s clubhouse. In a back room_he found 
Justice of tne Peace Smith, of Far RockdAway, 
ready to give hima hearing, Tony Miller ready 
to go bail for him, lawyers ready to defend him, 
andthe District Attorney ready to prosecute. 
Reporters were denied admission to the star 
chamber proceedings, but just as the third race 
was finished McMahon came out. It was an- 
nounced that this was to be made a test case, that 
McMahon was heid in $500 bonds, and that a 
trial on the merits would be had next Wednes- 
day, when McMahon would demand a jury trial. 

When the Far Rockaway Justice had formally 
committed McMahon the news went to the big 
marquee, and in less than three minutes 12 book- 
makers and two French mutual pool sellers 
had things in as active operation as if there had 
been no cessation in their business since Monday 
afternoon. It was “high jinks” for the betting 
ring when the sun broke through the clouds 
justthen, and a bookmaker shouted out, “See 
there, boys, the sun shines, and Nature smiles at 
our triumph!’ They were selling busily after 
that-on the next two races,.and the officers said 
they were doing so at their own risk, and every 
one was in danger of prosecution. Danger 
didn’t seem to scare the. betting men a particle. 

Two peopie last evening there were who wished 
they hadn’t gone to the races. Alexander 
Shields was one of them. He wasto have ridden 
Cyclone in the first race. While he was walking 
about the saddling paddock with a friend he got 
too near Cyclone, who wes being led by a groom. 
Cyclone’s heels suddenly wentintotheair. So 
did Mr. Shields. He was struck in the hip by 
both of Cyclone’s heels, but fortunately was not 
seriously injured, though-he went home a very 
lame man. 

Jockey Sait was the other unfortunate. He 
was mounted on Worth, for the Rockaway 
Green Steeplechase, and was in second place 
when the fleld or 10 horses.came rushing forthe 
four-toot stone wall, directly opposite the club- 
house. Worth jumped too quickiy. Every foot 
struck against the loose stones on top of the 
wall. These flew in every direction. Worth 
stumbled and fell and gave Sait an ugly toss 
over his head. The jockey struck on his head, 
and for an instant the horse lay prone beside 
him. They both lay long enough for ail the rest 
to pass them, but how it was that neither was 
struck by the passing cyclone of horses apd 
riders no one can tell. The horse was the 
first up, and started on, riderless, but was 
caught before he reached the hurdle. Poor Sait, 
limp as @ rag and insensible, was carried from 
the field by the police and spectators, blood 
flowing from acutin his head, and oozing from 
his mouth. He rallied in a few moments, how- 
ever, sufficiently to be led to the jockeys’ room 
in the paddock, and there received the medical 
treatment he needed. Every one was glad ut 
the clubhouse when they found his injuries 
would probably not be very:serious. “ Sait isso 
unlucky,” said a pretty miss. **He always gets 
a fall sometime during any meeting in which he 
rides. It’s funny, for his mounts are usually 
a, Same. It must be he don’t krow how to 
ride. 

Foxhall Keene had everything his own way 
on Zangbar in the first race, abouta half mile 
on.the flat, in which hunters alone competed. He 
defeated Oyclone, ridden by Mr. Lloyd, who 
tried to ride him out at the finish, by half a 
length; Mr. Kennedy on Black Hussar, * Tom- 
mie” Hitchcock on Phantom, A. B. Purdy on 
Nettle, H. A. Dalmas on Henry, and Mr. H. 
Durand on Grasshopper, following past the 
stand in the order named. 

Professional jockeys only rode in the mile flat 
race which followed, and Griffin, who rode Santa 
Clausand carried the top weight. 160 pounds, 
made a splendid race down the finish, in turn 
cutting down Wanderment, Excelsior, and Joe 
Shelby, who led him as the horses came up the 
hill,and rushed into what one of the young 
ladies facetiously termed Mrs. Cheever’s back 

arlor. It wasasplendid run home, and Grif- 

n’s skill did the business in good shape 

Gentlemen riders turned up again in the 
Hunters’ handicap steeplechase, over a course 
of twoand a hali miles, with 15 obstacles.

Mr. Hanna rode Woodlawn in second 
place, until just at the finish, when Mr. Leiper 
sent his chestnut Minzo to that position.

Kennedy didn’t have a chance to go over the 
tourse, for his horse, Tout, balked at the first 
pbstacie and refused to jump. 

Betting was lively before the Rockaway Green 
Steeplechase was run.

A BIG FIRE IN BUFFALO. 

BuFrra1o, N. Y., May 12.—Shortly after

PLANS OF THIRD-AVENUE STRIKERS—A 

PACKAGE OF POWDER ON THE TRACK, 

More history was added yesterday to the 
Third-avenue strike when men continued to go 
out from the ranks to try to make a living for 
their families. The Executive Board would not 
give figures or names, but said that the 
men had gone out with the fullapproval of the 
board, and for no other reason than that they 
preferred to be busy rather than idle. The tem- 
per and manner of the board, as weil as 
the conduct of the men, yesterday indicated that 


at least a majority are willing to admit that 
the struggle to prevent the company 
from keeping up decent appearances was 
a hopeless’ one. The leader of the 
strikers, Capt. Collum, said last night upon 
this subject: “‘The time has come when we 
might as well go to work for ourselves. We 
propose now torun our stages in earnest com- 
petition with the Third-avenue cars. The men 
will stand out against the company. What all 
want, however, is to give the company a com- 
petitor that will take away even the small busi- 
ness that seems now to be regained. With 
enough stages to run under short headway the 
company will not be able to stand.” 

There was talk yesterday of a combination, in 
which the Second and Fourth Avenue Com- 
panies had joined the Third-Avenue Company 
ina pool for mutual protection against strikes. 
This turned out to bea revival of one of last 
week’s stories, which the company’s officers 
denied then, as well as on yesterday. When 
acked last night what he thought of the story 
andif the board would be likely to retaliate by 
ordering afurther tie-up, Capt. Collum said he 
believed the story, but there was no danger of a 
tie-up. ‘If these roads were tied up,’ he said, 
“people would have to ride on Third-avenue. 
Where would the boycott be then?” 

The strikers got the credit for two assaults 
near the stables yesterday. ‘thomas Owens, who 
came on Tuesday night with the Providence de- 
tail of drivers, strolled from the stables at 5 
o’clock in the morning. He got a block from 
the stables when he was hustled into a saloon 
and kicked and beaten by Holtz, the saloon 
keeper; Eugene Sutton, a milkman, and Patrick 
Mallon, a striking driver. When he escaped 
he had the three men arrested. Mallon 
and Sutton were held for examination to- 
day. At dusk Jast evening W. F. Gunn, 
anew conductor from Newark, started fora 
drug store. In frontof asaloon below Gixty- 
fourth-street two men pounced upon him, 
knocking him into the gutter, and kicked and 
hit him with something besices bare fists. They 
made a big gash on the top of his head, and cut 
open his cheek. Passers gave an alarm and the 
assailants ran off. Samuel Patterson, a framer, 
will have to stand trial for assaulting Conductor 
Coulter ona red car at Grand-street, Justice 
Ford holding him in $1,000 bail. 

The company claimed to have run 205 cars yes- 
terday. There were 20 new drivers in waiting 
last night and more expected this morning. 
Outside contributions for the strikers yesterday 
footed up to $450 according to their leaders. 

Early yesterday morning a policeman noticed 
a package lying near the up-town track of the 
Third-Avenue Railroad at One Hundred and 
First-street. He found, partly covered up 
with a fiat stone, a very hard = sub- 
stance tightly wrapped in common 
brown wrapping paper. From a small aper- 
ture in the top protruded a copper rod. 
The officer took the package to his station 
house. The Captain opened it and found in the 
centre of the package about half a pound of 
giant powder. The copper rod, on the interior 
end of which was an ordinary percussion cap, 
reached to the centre of the powder. The pack- 
age was found just outside the easterly rail. It 
is supposed that it was placed so that the flange 
of a car wheel would strike the rod and then ex- 
plode the powder, and that it was accidentally 
knocked out of vosition. The quantity of pow- 
der was sufficient to have badly shattered a car 
had it been exploded in such @ manner,

MANAGING THE RAILROADS 
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THE CANADIAN PACIFIC’S ANNUAL 
REPORT. | 
FINANCES OF THE PAST YEAR—ITS SETTLE- 
MENT WITH THE GOVERNMENT—OFFI- 
CERS RLECTED. 


MontREAL, May 12.—'rhe annual meet- 
ing of the Canadian Pacific Railway Company 
was held in private this afternoon, at tho head 
office here. Sir George Stephen presided. 
The annual report showed the earnings 
for the year 1885 to have been  $8,368,- 
493 12 and the expenditures $5,143,276 45. 
leaving a balance of $3,225,216 57. The earnings 
are made up as follows: Passenger, $2,850,222 98; 
freight, $4,881,865 58; mails, $137,151 92; express, 
$172,303 01; parlor and sleeping cars, $73,523 55; 
miscellaneous, telegraph, &c., $244,426 08; total, 
$8,368,493 12. 

The expenditure was made of the following 
items: Conducting transportation, $1,225,891 71; 
maintenance of way and structures, $961,880 34; 
motive power, $1,915,250 49; maintenance of 
cars, $399,084 387; parlor and sleeping cars, 
$24,098 99; expenses of lake steamers, $165,450 08; 
general expenses, $452,280 47; total, $5,143,276 45. 
The figures for 1884 were: Earnings, $5,750,521; 
expenses, $4,558,630. The number of passengers 
carried during 1885 was 1,660,719, and the average 
rate per mile was 2.45 cents. The number of tons 
of freight carried was 1,996,355, and the average 
rate per ton per mile was 1.20 cents. 

The report says: “* Under the legislation of the 
last session the company’s debt tothe Govern- 
ment, amounting to $29,880,912, was divided into 
two partsand thetime of its repayment post- 
poned until 1891. To secure the repay- 
ment of the first part, amounting to 
$20,000,000, the Government agreed to take 


$20,000,000 of the newly authorized 5 per cent. 
first mortgage bonds. To secure the repay- 
ment of the balance, amounting to $9,880,912, 
the Government took a lien on the whole of the 
company’s land grant, with the provision 
that the interest on this part of the 
debt should be paid out of the proceeds 
of land sales and, failing the sufficiency 
of the income from that source to meet the an- 
nual interest, that it should ultimately become 
the first charge on the net revenues of the 
company after the payment of interest on 
bonds and rentals of ieased lines, and conse- 
quently no dividend :from net earnings could 
be paid to the shareholders while any arrears of 
interest due to the Government should remain 
unpaid. 

“In view of the practical completion of the 
contract with the Government for the construc- 
tion of the railway and of the necessity for 
restoring to the company the free control of its 
own resources, and for the purpose of providing 
for a final settlement of all matters between the 
Government and the company, & new agreement 
was made with the Government on March 30 
last which in effect provides that the company 
shall, by the ist of July next, repay 
to the Government, in full, in cash, 
the amount of that portion of the debt 
secured by the pledge of the $29,000,000 first 
mortgage bonds, and that the Government shall 
then accept in full satisfaction of its claim for 
the balance of the debt, amounting to $9,840,912, 
with interest, lands sufficient to cover the 
amount at the rate of $150 per acre. 
In pursuance of tais agreement, the un- 
sold balance of the per cent. first 
mortgage bonds authorized by the act of last 
year, amounting to £4,191,500, was recently 
placed on the London market by Messrs. 
Baring. Brothers & Co. at the price of 
104, rom the proceeds of this issue the 
company was able, on May 1, to make a 
payment to the Government of over £2,000,000 
on account and on the Ist of July next the re- 
mainder of the debt due to the Government 
will be paid. The company will then have dis- 
charged all its obligations to the Government 
and will have honorably paid back in full the 
money loaned to it, five years before it was 
due. 

The report was adopted, and the following 
officers were elected: Sir George Stephen, Baron- 
et, President; William C. Van Horne, Vice-Pres- 
ident; Donald <A, Smith, Richard B. An- 
xus, Edmund §&. Osler, Sandford Fleming,

J. Cross, the two last replacing P. Du P. Gren- 
fell and D. Rose, of London, England, who had 
resigned.

TWO SETS OF DIRECTORS. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, May 12.—The annual 
election of Directors of the Cleveland and Can- 
ton Railroad at Canton to-day is destined to pro- 
voke nota little litigation, as growing out of 
ithe contest of the Blood and Corbin factions for 
the control of the road. The call under which 
the meeting was to be held was read, after 
which the Secretary read an injunction granted 


by Judge McKinney, of this county, yesterday, 
upon application of Stockholder Benjamin 
Cook, restraining the meeting from electing Di- 
rectors unless holders of common as well as pre- 
ferred stock be allowed to vote. There was 
then a split in the organization of the 
meeting, by which J. F. Poole, of New-York, 
representing the Corbin interests, was made 
Chairman of one interest, while President 
Blood presided at‘fanother. The rule of the 
court was regarded by the Blood party, and 
45,000 shares were voted unanimously for the

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LITTLE SYMPATHY WITH FIELD. 

Boston, May 12.—The continued argu- 
ment in the New-York and New-England bond 
case was begun this morning by Mr. Bishop, 
who argued that, asa matter of fact, Mr. Field 
has absolutely no claim. The reservation in the 
advertisement for bids of the right to reject any 
and all bids threw out his petition altogether. 


Mr. Bishop attacked David Dudley Field's 
argument that the law required the sale 
to be mage for the largest sum _ possibile, 
saying it was utterly destructive of sound 
policy, for it disregarded allthe interest of the 
public and the stockholders, A brief review of 
the State’s exchange of its stock for bonds was 
given as a basis of the argument that the State 
was under obligations to protect the interests 
of the stockholders and not to sell to any man 
who would not regard those interests. Mr. 
Bishop referred to the case of a Treasurer of 
the Erie Road who issued $18,500,000 of stuck 
without authority,and then fied from New- 
York City to Jersey City, to show that there was 
reason for the Governor and Council to distrust 
a New-York bid. 

Then he proceeded to argue that the Field syn- 
dicate was not a safe one for the Governor to 
sellto. Mr. Field had not contributed any money 
to help the road, though he was the third largest 
stockholder. He bad not helped to pay off the 
car trust and had not attended a Directors’ 
meeting while the road was under a Receiver. 
He never contributed by act, money or counsel 
to decide whether $22,000,000 of property 
should be sacrificed or saved. Mr. Field 
never did anything to prevent the misfortunes 
which gathered under Gen. Wilson’s manage- 
ment, but he never ceased to mourn his loss, and 
to think that somebody ought to make it up to 
him. Finally his time seemed to have come, 
He seemed to believe that Providence was going 
to help him make up his loss. and he determined 
to assist Providence all he could. He threw cold 
water on the attempts to save the road and the 
creditors. He disregarded his position 
as a Trustee of the ifterests Of oth- 
ers, and sought only his own interest. 
Then he replied to David Dudley Field and as- 
serted it to be prepostcrous that there was no 
statute authority for Messrs. Field and Sage’s 
reorganizing the road after foreclosures He de- 
fended Gov. Robinson from the reflections of 
David Dudley Field and praised him for not be- 
tog infiuenced by Field's wealth and position.

THE REILLY AND THOMAS BILLS 
SIGNED BY THE GOVERNOR. 
THE MURPHY COMMISSION BILL VETOED ON 
THE GROUND THAT ITS PROVISIONS 

ARE LOCAL AND ARBITRARY, 

ALBANY, May 12.--Two of the three gas 
bils intended to relieve the consumers of New- 
York City were signed by the Governor to-day. 
These were the Reilly bill, compelling all com- 
panies to charge no more than $1 25 per thou- 
sand feet for gas, and the Thomas bill, regulat- 
ing the method of organizing gas companies in 
future in New-York. The third bill, providing 
for the establishment of a gas commission to 
protect the consumers, was vetoed by the Gov- 
ernor, to the astonishment of everybody, for 
this bas been regarded as quite as valua- 
ble as the other two bills of the 
series. Senator Gilbert, who was Chairman of 
the committee which investigated the gas com- 
panies last Fall, regarded this as perhaps the 
most important bill of the three. It certainly 
imposed very binding obligations upon the gas 
companies, and it has been an open secret here 
that it was the bill which they least desired to 
gee enacted into law. It was a bill which was 
feared by at least Grady and Spinola, and it was 
known around the Legislature last night that 
they would lixe to see it recalled from the Gov- 
ernor, The supposition is that it was the plan 
to kill it, if ever it was returned tothe Legisla- 
ture. Senator Murphy was ready last night to 
Genounce any attemptof this sort, and to ex- 
pose its significance. The Governor says in his 
yeto: 

TATE OF NEW-YORK, EXECUTIVE CHAMBER 
” . ALBANY, May 12, 1886, re 
Tothe Senate: ‘ 

The Senate bill entitled ‘‘An act inrelation to gas 
companies inthecity of New-York’ ts herewith re- 
turned without my approval. I have this day ap- 
proved of the “Thomas bill,” (so called.) which pro- 
vides for a genera! law for the incorporation and man- 
ngement of gas compaies in New-York City. ‘This 
bill will enable new companies to freely organize, and 
removes many unnecessary restrictions and bindrances 
which heretofore prevented competition in the manu- 
fucture of gas. It will effectually destroy whatever 
monopo'y has existed in this business In the past, and 
cannot help proving beneticial to the peopie. The pro- 
visions of the bill are freoa from serious objections and 
are clicerfuily approved. ; 

I aiso this day approved the “ Reilly bill.” (so called,) 
which fixes the price of gas 10 be hereafter charged in 
the city of New-York atthe sum of $125 per 1.000 
cubic feet. This price isto govern all companies now 
pr hereafter organized. ‘Ine effect of this biil will be 
fo bring immediate relief to the gas consumers of 
New-York City, bringing down the price from 
£1 75 to $1 25 per 1,000 cubic feet. ‘This is all the 
reduction that has been insisted upon by any one 
gt the present time. The bill is simple but effective tn 
jts provisions, It has been established by evidence 
that the price of gas can safely be* reduced, and that 
the sum of $1 25 per 1,000 cubic feet is fair and reason- 
able compensation, and all that ought to be charged at 
thistime. The two measures which I have approved 
will, it is believed, relieve the people from the unjust 
pxractions trom which they have suffered in the past, 
and will) not injuriously or Gisastrously affect any gas 
pompuny. 

i regret that lam unable to approve at present the 
measure known as the Murpby Commission bill. It 

rovides, among other things, for a Gas Commission 
bonsisting of three persons, to regulate and control 
the affairs ofthe gas companiesin thecity of New- 
York. It has been asserted that the bili was intended 
to be similar to the act creating the State Board of 
Kailroad Commissioners, and not to confer 
wreater powers. If this be 80, it has 
Bignalily failed. The bill gives the Cuoimmissioners 
extraordinary powers, and is unprecedented in its 
tharacter. It invests the Commissioners with judicial 
functions and power to destroy property amounting 
to many millions of dollars. It confers powers in ref- 
erence to gas companies which the Legislature never 
Seemed it wise to give tothe Kailroad Commissioners 
pver the railroads of the state. The rush of important 
bills upon me during the closing days of the session is 
50 great that I have timeto point out but few of the 
pbjections .which render my approval of the bill im- 
possibie. 

The propriety of establishing a Gas Commission 
with limited powers carefully guarded, and without 
the prerogative of exercising judicial functions or the 
right to arbitrarily destroy property represented by 
stock and bondsinthe hands of concededly innocent 
holders, will not be disputed, but this bill goes much 
further thau that, and it evidently bas not 
received from the Legislature that careful con- 
sideration which so important and radical & meas- 
ure deserves. it assumesto givethe commission power 
to discriminate between companies as to the prices 
which exch may charge for gas. (fee section lz.) This 
is nol deemeda wise provision. The price of gas should 
1 iniform. There should be no opportunity for 
favoritism or unjust discriminations. Whst the people 
of New-York City want is cheap gas, and that is given 
them by the “Keilly bill” already approved. If it 

ereafter be established that the price fixed by 

pill ($1 25) can be safely reduced, without 

ment to the just rights of any gas com- 
pany, it can easily be done. It will be seen 
that under this same section the commission 
would have power to change the price or rate to 
be charged for gas as frequently as they might desire 
within uny year, and in fixing the rate to discriminate 
as between companies, allowing one company to charge 
a greater rate than is permitted to its rival corpora- 
tion. Clearly this would open the door to a species of 
favoritism under which one company might be built 
up, while ome not favored by the Commissioners could 
be driven out of the business. It is no answer to say 
that the plenary power conferred by this section would 
not io all probability be abused. No such power should 
be vested in any board, and even the possibility of an 
unjust exercise of such power is to be guarded against. 

The sweeping provisions of the tenth section of the 
bill render it doubttul whether the conditions and 


agreements which have been heretofore exacted by 
the local! authorities or by the statute from companies 
previously organized and proposing to lay pipes in the 
streets are not wiped out und are of no value to the 
In one instance a stipuiated payment to the cit, 
‘Treasury is provided forand promisea by the condi- 
tions exacted as aforesaid for every footof pive inid 
in the streets,and there would seem to be no good 
en20n why the companies should not be relieved in 


he future from all these obligations toward the city 
which they have heretofore assumed, 


It is Aifeult to determine just what dividends are 
permitted under the fourth section of the bill, so vague 
and complex is the language employed. It would ap- 
pear that under the concluding paragraph of that sec- 
tion companies affected by the act which have not 
hitherto paid dividends on an amount equivalent to 10 
per cent. per annum from year to year since the 
time of their organization are permitted to pay in 
future, in addition to a dividend of 10 per cent. 
per annum, “such further dividends from 


time to time as may be equivalent to 10 per 
cent. per annum and no more upon the actuul capital 
paid in, expended, and employed, and stated and cer- 
tified to.” It is alleged that none of the companies 
now in existence have paid dividends amounting to 10 
per cent. per annum from year to year since the time 
of their organization, por could it be expected that 
any of them would do s0, and yet under the fourth 
section of this bill their failure to do so is made a pre- 
text for allowing them to now pay dividends aggregat- 
ing 20 per cent, upon thelr capital in a single year. 
Certainly there can be no justification for any such 
legisiation. The people want some relief, but they are 
not committed to the details of any particular measure. 

If it is desirable to establish a Gas Commission, some- 
what similar to the iiailroad Commission, the measure 
should not be limited to thecity of New-York, but 
should be applicable to the whole State. There are 
complaints in nearly every toterior city of the State of 
the unreasonable charges by gas companies, which may 
or may not be well founded, The propricty of a State 
commission, rather than a local commission applicable 
to thecltyof New-York alone, is very apparent. It 
would be deemed improper to establish a lo. 
ea! department or commission for the banks, 
railroads, dairy interests, orfor insurance companies 
located in New-York City. They sare now under the 
supervision of state departments or commissions, and 
no good reason seems to exist why the gas companies 
in that city should be favored or prejudiced by a locai 
commission any more than these other interests, 
There is no greater demand for the regulation and 
control of gas companies coming from the city of New. 
York than there is from many other localities of the 
State, and yet, for reasons not stated and difficult to 
comprehend, the Legislature proposes that any remedy 
for the existing abuses shall be restricted to the city 
of New-York. if the other measures which i have 
this day approved do not prove adequate for 
the protection of the people, then a better way out of 
the difficulty presentea by the overcharges and other 
reprehensible methods of existing gas companies is 
the establishment of a State Gas Commission mod- 
eled after the State Katlroad Commission, with powers 
of investigation into any abuses complained of. and 
such commission should be required to report their 
recommendations as to the proper remedies to be ap- 
plied to the Legislature. 

There is another objection to the present bill. It 
provides that the Commissioners shall be appointod by 
the Mayor, the Controller, and the Chief-Justice of the 
Court of Common Pleas. This is clearly improper. 
Local Commissioners should be appointed by the 
Mayoralone. As the chief executive of the city he is 
the proper official for the exercise of such power. 
am strenuously opposed to conferring appoint- 
ive or administrative powers upon judicial 
ofticers, The Judges of our courts should be 
kept free from such influences, and _ should 
not be subjected to importunities incident to the exer- 
cise of such powers. { doubt both the wisdom and 
constitutional power of the Legislature to impose such 
a burden upon judicial officers, whose functions are 
prescribed by the Constitution itself. It is apparent 
that the present measure has been passed by the Legts- 
lature in the whirlwind of excitement incident tothe 
very proper demand of the people for cheap gas, but it 
is also evident that its provisions have not heen care- 
tully prepared, and that furtber consideration will be 
peneficiai to ali the interests affected.

{INDICTMENT AND ARREST OF EX-SHERIFF 
STEGMaAN, OF KINGS COUNTY. 

©x-Sheriff Lewis R. Stegman, of Kings 
County, was arrested yesterday in the bridge 
office on Sands-street, Brooklyn, on an indict- 
ment found by the May Grand Jury, charging 
him with stealing $3,000 from the estate of 
Patrick Boylan. The indictment was found 
four days xzo, and » warrant for Stegman’s ar- 
rest giventoa detective. It was supposed that 
Btegman was in Connecticut, and requisition 
papers Were obtained. About5 o'clock yester- 
duy atternoon word was sent to the detective 
that his man was iu the briage office in an in- 
toxicated condition, and there he was arrested. 
He appeared confused, and did not fully under- 
stand the gravity of the charge. 

The indictment upon which Stegman was ap- 
prehended states that on March 27, 1884, he ap- 
pointed one Frank G. Hodgkinson his deputy, 
and that on June3 of the same year Hodgkin- 
son collected $11,411] 95 for the heirs of Patrick 
Boylan. After all jJegaland incidental expenses 
had been paid there remained to the estate 
$3,000, which the indictment charges Stegman 
with stealing. The prisoner, who was a Colonel 
during the war, is about 50 years ofage. He has 
been in politics as a Republican for 20 years, and 
served one term in the Assembly, Sheriff Dag- 
gett appointed him a deputy, and in 1881 Steg- 
man was elected Sheriff. His health brokedown 
during his term, and he wentto Europe. He 
has been in straitened financial circumstances 

or some years, and was not credited with hav- 

g made any money during his term as Sheriff.

THE CABLE CONTEST, 
ee 
STRONG SUPPORT FOR THE COMMERCIAL 
COMPANY IN ITS CONFLIOT. 

Capt. Ambrose Snow presided at a meet- 
ing of the Board of Trade and Transportation 
yesterday, and the following resolutions, offered 
by O. F. A. Hinrichs, were unanimously adopted: 

Whereas, Through the competition of the Com. 
mercial Cable Company the charge for cable service to 
werope was reduced from 50 cents to 40 cents per word, 
and the consolidated companies, with the manifest ob- 
 ngped of breaking down competition and subsequently 

nereasing the price, lowered their rates to 12 cents per 
word, while the Commercial Company has lowered its 
rate to 25 cents per word, which is belleved to be a 
fair rate, and has appealed to the commercial public to 
eustain them in the effort to establish an honest com- 
petition based on actual capital; therefore, 

Resolved, Inthe opinion of this board the public 
should patronize the Commercial Company through 
which the benefits of lower cable rates have been at- 
tained, and without which the public would undoubdt- 
oaly have to pay, at least, double the rate estabiished 
by the Commercial Company. 

Resolved, That many of the evils under which our 
commercia! and financial systems are now suffering 
may be attributed to stock-watering and other forms 
of financial juggling, and the business community owe 
it to themselves to sustain those corporate enterprises 
which are honestly capitalized and conducted. 

“The public thoroughly understand what 
hangs on the issue of the present rate war be- 
tween ourselves and the Pender lines,” said Man- 
ager Georre Ward, of the Commercial Cable 
Company, toa TIMES reporter yesterday, * and 
so tar they have shown that they fully intend 
that we shall not be the party that gets left. If 
they will only continue to give us the support 
they are giving us to-day cable rates in this 
country will never again be over 40 cents a word, 
That's certain. It issafe tosay that we have the 
sympathy of the entire business community, 
not only of New-York, but of all the commer. 
cial centres using the cable. We receive scores 
of letters of encouragement daily trom eee 
Philadeiphia, New-Orleans, and other places. In 
Chicago a member of the Board of Trade has 
voluntarily had circulars printed on our behalf 
and is distributing them among his friends and 
customers.” 

Mr. Ward said the Commercial Cable Company 
was not likely to lower its rates from 25 cents a 
word. asat present fixed, to 12 and 1b cents, 
which the Pender lines are charging. At 12 cents 
aword the Commercial Cable Company could 
not handle the amount of business 1t would re- 
ceive satisfactorily to its customers. It was con- 
tent to leave matters as they were, and await 
the result. “‘The public see clearly,” said Mr. 
Ward, “that it is not only a question of princi- 
ple that is involved in the struggle between the 
two companies, but a matter of dollars and cents 
to themselves. If they support the Pender lines 
to-day at the 12-cent rate they will establish for 
a long succession of to-morrows a €0-cent rate in 
place of the 40-cent rate with which the Commer- 
cial Company is satisfied. Forty cents a word 
will pay a jJezitimate interest upon a legitimate 
capital. Sixty cents a word is an extortion,”

NOTES OF THE DEMAND FOR SHORTER 
WORKING HOURS IN VARIOUS TRADES, 


At the headquarters of the striking fur- 
riers yesterday the following firms, who employ 
about 120 men, were reported as having com- 
promised with their men on 9} and 10 hours a 
day and an advance in wages of from 10 to 23 
per cent.: Asch & Jaeckel, M. Foltz, Swarzinsky, 
C. Froelich, Fleisch & Co., Mierlander Brothers, 
Stern, of Bileecker-street; M. Gross, Mr. 
Freistadt, C. Altman,.and H. N. Silverman & 
Co. About 350 female furriers are Out and de- 
clare that they will not return to work until 
they receive notice from the Executive Com- 
mittee of the Fur Cutters’ Union that the de- 
mands have been granted. It was reported that 
25 turriers in the shop of Harris & Russak had 
left the union and had organized a new one un- 
der the name of the Practical Furriers’ Union. 

The Executive Committee of the German Pro- 
gressive Machinists’ Union was in session all day 
yesterday, and complained bitterly of the injury 
done them by Knights of Labor, who have taken 
many of the places which the strikers left. The 
strikers thought their prospects of winning 
were good, nevertheless. The German metal 
workers and brass finishers made similar com- 
plaints against the Knights of Labor. 

The striking marble workers heid long con- 
ferences yesterday with the employers, and said 
that they would have arrived at an understand- 
ing with them had it not been for the opposi- 
tion offered by Baillie Brothers, who say they 
have a new machine that enables them to dis- 
pense with the services of the men. 

‘he cabinetmakers reported yesterday that 
Charles Bach, of Suffolk-street, had granted the 
eight-hour demand and had promised to abolish 
the contract work for carvers. The situation 
among the furniture makers was unchanged. 

E. H. Delamater & Co. posted a notice in their 
iron works vesterday to the effect that in the 
future the factory will be run ten hours a day, 
except on Saturday, and nine hours on that 
day. At 5o’clock anextra whistle will be blown, 
and workmen desiring to quit at that nour may 
do so and receive for their work nine hours* pay, 
which will be the same as paid for 10 hours be- 
fore the recent advance of 10 per cent. granted 
by the firm, Those who work until the regular 
whistle blows at 6 o’clock will receive 10 hours’ 


pay under the advanced rate.

NATIONAL CAPITAL TOPICS 


THE INTER-STATE COMMERCE 


BILL AS PASSED. 
ITS PROVISIONS SUMMARIZED, WITH THE 
LONG AND SHORT HAUL CLAUSE GIVEN 
IN FULL 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—The “ bill to regulate 
commerce,” known as the Cullom bill, as amended and 
passed by the Senate, provides for a commission of 
five persons, to be appointed by the President by and 
with the advice and consent of the Senate, to carry out 
the purposes of the bill, Each Commissioner is to 
have a salary of $7,500 a yesr, and a Sec 
retary to be appointed by the commission 
is to have a salary of $3,500 a year. The principal office 
of the commission is to be at Washington, where gen- 
era) sessions are to be held, but special sessions muy 
be held elsewhere to suit the public convenience, in 
which case the ry exp s incurred are to be 
paid from the Treasury. The first Commissioners ap- 
pointed shall hold office for the term of two, three, four, 
five, and six years, respectively, the term of each to 
be designated by the President, their successors, how- 
ever, to hold for six years each. Not more than three 
of the five shall be appointed from the same political 
party. All persons holding stock or bonds of any com- 
mon carrier, or holding official relations to such cor- 
poration, are declared fneligible forappoiptment. The 
Commissioners must not engage in any other business. 
‘The commission is given authority to inquire into the 
business and management of all common carriers, sub- 
ject to the provisions of the bill, and to obtain full and 
complete information as tosuchibusiness. It may re- 
quire the attendance and testimony of witnesses and 
the production of ali books, papers, agreements, tariffs, 
and documents relating to any matter under investi- 

ation, and may to that end invoke the aid of the 
fnited States courts. Persons having complaints to 
make against any common carrier (of inter-State 
commerce) shall make complaint in writing to the 
commission, and the commission shall send the com- 
plaint to the common carrier, and require either sat- 
istaction of the complaint or an anawer in 
writing within a reasonable time sovecified. If 
reparation be not made within the time stated, the 
commission shal! investigatethe complaint. The com- 
mission shall siso investigate all complaints forwarded 
to it by State commissions, and may institute inquiries 
on its own motion. Compiaints shall not be dismissed 
because of the absence of direct damage to the com- 
plainant. The reports of the commission shall be in 
writing, and shall include the findings of fact on which 
based anda recommendation as to what reparation, 
if any, should be made by the common carrier to the 
injured party, and such findings shall be deemed 

rima facie evidence in gill judicial proceedings, 
Vhenever any common carrier shall refuse to obey 
any jawful order of the commission, it_is made the 
duty of the commission to apply to the United States 
Circuit Court, sitting in equity, alleging the violation; 
and the court shall hear and determime the matter on 
short notice and without the formal proceedings of 
ordinary suits, but so as to do justice; and the court 
may, in proper cases, issue writs of injunction or other 
process, mandatory or otherwise. to restrain further 
violationof the orders of the commission on the part 
of the common carrier offending. For such purposes 
the Circuit Courts sha!l be deemed always in session, 

The bill requires that all charges for any service in 
transporting passengers or freights or storing goods 
by common Carriers shali be reasonable; it prohibits 
all rebates and drawbacks and all upjust discrimina- 
tion, requiring thatall persons shall be charged and 
treated alike for services rendered under substantially 
similar circumstances and conditions. YWvery common 
carrier subject to the bill shall, within 60 days after it 
becomes a Jaw, file with the commission copies of all 
its tariffs of fares and freights, including its claasifi- 
cations and terminal charges, and shall make them 

ublic so far as the commission may deem practicable. 
No advance on such published rates shall be made 
without 10 days’ public notice. 

The “long and short haul” clause, being section 4 of 
the bill, readsas follows: “ That it shall be unlawful 
for any common carrier to charge or receive any great- 
er compensation in the aggregate for the transporta- 
tion of passengers or of the like class and quantity of 
property subject to the prorisions of this act fora 
shorter than for a Jonger distance over the same 
line, in the same direction, and from the same 
original point of departure. or to the same 
point of arrival, but this shall not be construed 
as authorizing any common carrier within the terms 
of this act to charge and receive as great compensation 
for a shorter as for a longer distance; provided. how- 
ever, that. upon application to the commission ap- 
pointed under the provisions of this act, such common 
carrier may, in specia! cases, be authorized to charge 
less for longer than for shorter distances 
for the transportation of passengers or  prop- 
erty, cand the commission may, from time to 
time, make general rules exempting such designated 
common carrier in such special cases from the opera- 
tion of this section of this act; and when such excep- 
tions ghall haye been made and published they shall, 
until changed by the commission or by law, have lixe 
force and effect as though the snme had been specified 
in this section. Any common carrier who shall violate 
the proyisions of this sectionof this act shall be 
deemed guilty of extortion, and shall be liable tu the 
person or persons against whom any such excessive 
a was made for all damages occasioned by such 
violation. 


COMMISSIONER BLACK’S CHARGES. 
WASHINGTON, May 12.—The Senate Committee 
on the Expenditure of Public Moneys resumed the ex- 
amination of Commissioner Black this morning. Sen- 
ator Cullom laid before him the papers in the case of 
Corp. Alonzo Francisco, Thirty-ninth Indiana Volun- 
teers—one of those submitted by Gen. Black to sup- 
port the allegations in his report that the Pension Of- 
fice had been managed asa political machine—and 
asked what there wastherein to sustain the allega- 
tions, The Commissioner said the claimant applied 
for a pension six days before the expiration of the 
limit to the payment of arrears. The records of the 
Adjutant-General’s office contained no evidence of 
disability. The original certificate of 
states that claimant had y by 
reason of a disease which he had contracted before he 
enlisted. Among the papers was found a letter from 
Thomas Graham, County Auditor of Jefferson Coun- 
ty, ind,, to Commissioner Dudley, asking that he 
would look after the papers in this care, and if it were 
right hurry along the matter, stating that it would "be 
of advantage to us inthe way of politics.” Mr. Gra. 
ham added that they were having a big fight against 
a 





examining board in Indiana, resulting in granting the 
pension. The Commissioner said the whole history 


showed that the office joined in the rejection of the 


case. He believed the granting of the pension was 
contrary to all law and the evidence. 

Senator Platt called up the case of Capt. Cnarles 
Schoreck, Seventeenth New-York Volunteers.

It is unfortunate that the Governor 
finds so many objectionable provisions in 
the bill creating a Gas Commission for 
this city. Itis greatly to be feared that 
neither the gas companies nor their meters 
can be relied on to enforce the act which 
limits the pgice of gas to $1 25 per thou- 
sand feet. Nominal reduct ons which the 
companies have voluntarily made in price 
have not resulted in smaller bills, and a 
legal restriction is likely to have no better 
effect so long as there is no one to see 
that it is enforced. Gov. HILt is entitled 
to full credit for signing the Reilly bill 
and the Thomas bill, but itis evident from 
his message that he has not considered 
with sufficient care the Commission bill, 
whose provisions are not fairly stated by 








Dispatches from Washington report that 
Mr. PERRY BeLMONT’s speech in present- 
ing the Chinese Indemnity bill to the 
House yesterday made an excellent im- 
pression, which was strengthened by the 
advocacy of the bill by Mr. Morrow, a 
Republican member from California, If 
ever there was a case in which the re- 
quirements of justice and those of ex- 
pediency were at once clear and in har- 
mony it is this one, It is just that we 
should pay for damages we were bound 
by treaty to prevent, and itis expedient 
that we should do anything in our power 
to prevent the Chinese Government from 
yielding to the anti-American feeling 
among its people that is aggravated by 
the outrages upon Chinese in this country. 
We have no right to ask the Government 
of China to expose itself to the odium of 
protecting our citizens in China while 
it cannot get either protection or indemni- 
ty from us.

It is 
certain that any iron-bound rule prevent- 
ing lower rates forlong distances than for 
any part of the intermediate lines would 
work injuriously in very many cases, 


There is something detestably mean 
in the practices commonly adopted by 
private speculators who invoke legisla- 
tion in aid of their schemes. Senate 
bill No, 589 is an illustration of these prac- 
tices. The bill proposes to amend section 
7 of the act of last year establishing a For- 
est Commission, As it now stands this 
section declares that ‘‘all lands now 
owned or which hereafter may be acquired 
by the State of New-York” within certain 
specified counties “shall constitute and be 
known as the forest preserves.” Senate 
bill No. 589 proposes to amend this section, 
making it read: ‘‘ All the forest lands now 
owned,” &c. The attempt is being made 
to ‘‘ sneak” this amending bill through the 
Legislature without any explanation of its 
purpose, which is to exempt certain 
islands in Lake George from the control 
of the Forest Commission. It is asserted 
that two wealthy gentlemen in Brooklyn 
have for some time had their eyes fixed 
upon these Lake George islands, with the 
design of making Summer resorts of them. 
That purpose may be very laudable and 
prover, but these gentlemen ought to be 
heartily ashamed of the methods to which 
they have resorted to accomplish it, 








It would be disgraceful if Senators in- 
terested in the Brooklyn gas companies 
should be permitted to defeat the Hotch- 
kiss bill reducing the price of gas in that 
city. It should not only be passed to 
make the legislation on that subject com- 
plete, but it should be passed with the 
limit at $1 25 a thousand feet. It is non- 
sense to talk about the companies not be- 
ing able to furnish gas at that price. Too 
much is known about the cost of making 
gas to allow such a plea to have weight. 
It may be that the companies coulg not 
continue to pay liberal dividends on all 
their watered stock, but they ought not to 
be able to do that. The people of Brook- 
lyn have been subject to their extortion 
long enough and the Legislature should 
give them the same relief that has been 
accorded to the people of this city. 








The Dominion authorities appear to have 
something of a white elephant in the 
schooner David J. Adams. She has al- 
ready been handed back and forth a num- 
ber of times from the Admiral to the 
Collector, and from the Collector to the 
Admiral. The alleged explanation of this 
vacillating course is the difficulty the 
Ottawa authorities find in fixing their 
duty under the law, their opinions chang- 
ing from time to time, and the poor 
schooner following the changes like a 
pendulum. When she finally gets before 
a competent tribunal we shall have some 
better light than the newspapers of Can- 
ada appear to be able to throw on the real 
state of the law. Even then the Imperial 
Government may have something to say 
on the question, and, terrible as the risk 
may be, it may settle the whole matter in 
a friendly way without so much as think- 
ing of the newspaper threats of secession. 








Rott M. Sevuire, in his letter to 
Speaker HusTED, says that ‘‘as an official 
and as a citizen” he is ‘‘ heartily in favor 
of every practicable measure which will 
promote true economy in the administra- 
tion of the City Government.” If Mr. 
Squire is telling the truth, why does he 
not step down and out from the position 
of Commissioner of Public Works? That 
is the very best way of promoting true 
economy. 








GOOD WORK YET TO BE DONE, 


The determination of the Assembly 
yesterday to throw overboard the Bruns 
bill is a new triumph for the people, 
brought about by the aroused public 
sentiment which the exposure of its pur- 
poses has produced. It remains for the 
Governor to dispatch the Aqueduct bill in 
order to save both himself and the Legis- 
lature from the odium of the scheme of 
jobbery of which it was the advance 
guard. It is to be presumed that the 
other measures which formed a part of 
the same project for reviving ring rule in 
this city will be allowed to die quietly, 
including that creating the office of City 
Treasurer to be elected and made a mem- 
ber of the Board of Apportionment, those 
making the Corporation Counsel and the 
Board of Education elective, and that 
providing for a new Excise Commission 
to be appointed by the President of the 
Board of Aldermen. 

The members of the Assembly are to 
be congratulated on their awakening to a 
sense of duty, and now it is to be hoped 
that in the remaining week of the session 
both houses will address themselves to 
the task of redeeming their record by 
some good legislation. There were some 
good bills introduced early as the result 
of the Gibbs committee investigation, for 
which there is little chance now. Among 
them was one which would have accom- 
plished the purpose of consolidating 
the bureaus of the Department of 
Public Works in a _ rational man- 
ner. It provided that the work of 
the Park Department in laying out 
and monumenting streets in the an- 
nexed district should be completed by 
Jan, 1, 1888, after which the jurisdiction 
of the Department of Public Works in its 
legitimate sphere should be extendedsover 
the whole city, and it divided that depart- 
ment into three bureaus corresponding to 
a fair classification of its functions, But 
that measure has been neglected, while a

be brought to the front and passed 
it would redound greatly to the 
credit of the Legislature. Another im- 
portant reform measure holds a still 
more advantageous position. The Daly 
bill providing for the election of the Al- 
dermen on a general ticket passed the 
Senate long ago, and although it had a 
set-back in the Assembly, a two-thirds 
vote would bring it up again. It would 
be a substantial evidence of better inten- 
tions if this were to be enacted with the 
proposed amendment s0 classifying the 
Aldermen as to have only five members 
chosen at the same election after this 
year. Strong arguments have been pre- 
sented in support of this bill and not one 
against it. 

The bill removing all doubt as to the 
Mayor’s power to appoint Excise Com- 
missioners and Police Justices ought in 
decency to be passed. It merely puts be- 
yond question what was indisputably 
intended by the act of 1884. We have 
no doubt that the latter covers the 
offices mentioned, but a costly legal con- 
test may possibly be avoided by pass- 
ing the pending bill. The meas- 
ure known as the Public Burdens 
bill, introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
HENDRICKS and in the Assembly by 
Mr. HaMILTon, is plainly in the interest 
of efficiency and economy in the adminis- 
tration of the affairs of this city. It pro- 
vides for classifying subordinates in the 
service by the Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, the fixing of salaries and 
the limiting of expenditures for service in 
the departments. These bilts all relate to 
this city, and if they are passed the people 
of New-York will have something besides 
curses for the Legislature of 1886. 

There are some general measures of im- 
portance which the Legislature cannot 
afford to neglect. Something should cer- 
tainly be done to provide for the employ- 
ment of convicts now idle and in danger 
of becoming idle in the State prisons, and 
for the settlement of the general policy of 
prison labor. The bill to limit the charge 
for the use of telephones ought also to be 
passed. As originally introduced by Sena- 
tor ReILLY it limited the charge to $6 a 
month in cities of more than 500,000 in- 
habitants, and $4 in cities of 100,000 to 
500,000. In its latest form the limit 
is placed at $750 for this city and 
Brooklyn. It ought not to exceed $5, 
but the $7 50 limit is better than none. 
The Republican majority of the Senate 
owes a special duty to itself and to the 
party which will in some measure be held 
responsible for its conduct. It should face 
the Governor’s appointments in a manly 
fashion and confirm those to which there 
is no sound objection. Should it leave the 
Quarantine appointments ‘‘hung up” it 
would add materially to the Governor’s po- 
litical capital and do an injury to the Re- 
publican Party of the State from which it 
would suffer in the coming canvass. In 
the week that remains of the session we 
hope to see a course of action pursued 
which will do something to redeem a 
record that has little besides the Broadway 
Railroad bills and the gas bills to its credit, 








THE LATEST ‘‘SUBSIDY” SCHEME. 


The theory of the high protectionists in 
regard to foreign trade and American 
shipping is a rather tangled one. On the 
one hand, it is that foreign trade should 
be discouraged by high import duties; on 
the other, that it should be stimulated by 
bounties to American ships, If the 
scheme could be made to work at all it 
would drain the purses of American tax- 
payers in two ways. It would take their 
money for American ships, and it would 
diminish their resources by compelling 
them to buy goods at higher prices. Yet 
the inconsistency is only that which is in- 
separable from any extended application 
of the protective idea, Shutting out for- 
eign competition in any one line of manu- 
factures for which there is need and de- 
mand at home must tend to make that 
line profitable until home competition 
should grow great enough to cut down 
profits. Butaplan which, however un- 
just, would still be effective when con- 
fined to one trade, or to a few trades inde- 
pendent of each other, becomes ineffective 
as well as unjust when applied to a num- 
ber of trades so interconnected that the 
product of one is the material of another. 
It is this defect which comes out in the 
‘‘fostering” of American shipping. The 
protective tariff makes it impossible to 
build ships at home and forbids our peo- 
ple to buy themelsewhere. Then nothing 
remains but to give bounties, and that, if 
we are to stick to our present system, 
would be logical. For a time it would 
also be effective, provided the bounties 
were given equally to all American-built 
ships, , 

But here come the high protectionists 
of the Senate and vote into the Post Office 
bill an amendment which they declare is 
for the encouragement of American ship- 
ping and the promotion of foreign trade. 
It is really neither for one purpose nor the 
other, and isa bare-faced swindle, not only 
upon the general body of taxpayers, but 
upon the citizens who are or would like 
to be engaged in shipbuilding. It de- 
serves the severest condemnation on gen- 
eral grounds as a violation of the trust re- 
posed in the Senate as to the honest ex- 
penditure of the public money. Still more 
it deserves condemnation from those who 
sincerely believe that the shipping inter- 
est can be promoted by judicious and 
equal grants from the public Treasury. 
We are not prepared tosay that the 39 
Senators, including 7 Democrats, who vot- 
ed for this subsidy understood its real 
character, but the facts are so well known 
and their meaning is so entirely clear 
that we must leave it to themselves to 
say which horn of the dilemma they will 
choose, ignorance or an intention to de- 
ceive. The $800,000 which they voted to 
require the Postmaster-General to give 
each year for either three years or five 
years to lines sailing from the United 
States to Central and Sotth America, to 
Japan, China, and Australia, and to the 
West Indies, is simply a gift from the

‘gift. No equivalent is exacted; none will 
kbe had. No more ships will be built in 
} consequence of it. No more trips will be 





\ made. No time - will be saved. No en- 
‘ couragement will’ be given to shipbolld-. 


ing. No stimulus will be applied to for- 
‘eign commerce. ~ Not another dollar’s 
worth of goods will be bought or sold in 
our markets or foreign markets. On the 
contrary, the owners of existing lines will 
be by somuch more able to prevent com- 
petition, and we have yet to learn that 
they are sufficiently exempt from. the 
weaknesses of human nature to refrain 
from using their power, 

Last year the subsidy was permissive. 
This year, by an adroitly drawn clause, it 
is made mandatory. The Postmaster- 
General is ‘‘ authorized” to make the con- 
tracts, but it is elsewhere declared that he 
‘shall, so far as possible, cause the mails 
of the United States to be carried to and 
from said places, respectively, in Amer- 
ican vessels and for a reasonable compen- 
sation, not exceeding the rate aforemen- 
tioned.” This is intended to turn him 
over, bound hand and foot, to the steam- 
ship companies, who will have the power 
to make it “‘ possible” for him to cause the 
mails to be carried by paying them the 
full amount of the subsidy, and in no 
other way. Against this robbery of the 
Treasury the House will offer its utmost 
resistance. The consummation of it will 
then depend solely on the obstinacy of the 
Senate. If the Senators are ready to defeat 
the Post Office appropriation in order to 
make this gift to the steamship companies 
they must take the responsibility. The 
House would be entirely justified in com- 
pelling them to do so. It would be a 
serious thing for the Senate to say that 
rather than fail in so obvious a job as 
this the mails of the United States shall 
be stopped. The drayman who persists 
in getting in the way of a mail wagon in 
the streets of New-York is promptly 
arrested, fined, or imprisoned. If the 
Senate, for meaner motives than the dray- 
man’s, obstructs the United States mails, 
it cannot be sent to jail, but the people 
will know how to deal with it. 








AN ANARCHIST UNDER THE BED. 


Nothing better calculated to bring ‘‘ An- 
archy” into general contempt and deprive 
it of all power for mischief than the cir- 
cumstances of Most’s arrest could possi- 
bly have been devised. Those circum- 
stances were not devised at all by the 
captors of Most. They were brought 
about by no effort except the efforts of 
Most himself, If he had been arrested in 
a garret while producing sanguinary 
copy for the Freiheit, or while con- 
cocting inflammatory orations, or even 
while mixing dynamite, the wretched 
creatures who believe that they believe in 
“the pestilent nonsense he talks and writes 
would have maintained their faith in him. 
But it is fatal toan Anarchist to be hauled 
by the heels from under a bed which is 
not even his own, and marched off toa 
cell frouzy with the dirt and cobwebs he 
had accumulated in his eagerness to es- 
cape the notice of the police, Nothing 
could be more ignominious than the con- 
trast between his talk in his paper about 
the nobility of his motives for evading 
arrest and his pusillanimity when he 
came to be arrested. 


Neither a rioter nor a sneak is an agree- 
able or useful citizen, but it is not often 
that one person contrives to combine the 
qualities of both in the perfection in which 
their qualities meet in Most. Most has 
been for some years denouncing all the 
institutions which make up civilization, 
from property to the family, and his 
practice it seems has conformed to 
his theory. He could not understand, 
when he began to talk furious non- 
sense, how it was that he was 
allowed to talk it in public, The 
contemptuous indifference with which 
Americans heard of his attacks upon a 
society in which every man has an equal 
chance with every other he imagined to be 
weakness and timidity. In his own coun- 
try he would have been locked up in an 
hour after he made his first speech. That 
he was not locked up here he attributed 
to the weakness of the police and the law, 
instead of ascribing it to its true cause— 
the universal belief of the people in a 
Government of the people. The longer 
his impunity continued the more frantic 
grew his efforts to get himself arrested 
and made a martyrof. But so long as 
his appeals had no effect in unlawful ac- 
tion he was suffered to make them with- 
out interference. 

Now that his speech has been translated 
into action, he is likely to find his martyr- 
dom a much more serious matter than he 
expected, He has repeatedly, orally and 
in writing, advised the commission of 
murder, and murder has at last been com- 
mitted in pursuance of his advice. Ac- 
cording to the Penal Code of this State ‘‘a 
person who directly or indirectly coun- 
sels, commands, induces, or procures 
another to commit a crime is a princi- 
pal” in the commission of that crime. 
The law of Illinois is in effect the 
same as our own. Whether Most’s con- 
nection with the murder of the police in 
Chicago was sufficiently direct to justify 
his conviction for murder in that State isa 
question of evidence. But if the public 
prosecutor in Chicago should believe that 
he could procure evidence on which to 
convict Most, and a requisition for Most 
should thereupon be made upon the Gov- 
ernor of New-York, there is no doubt that 
it would be honored with alacrity. 

The indictment found against Most in 
this city is entirely inadequate to his real 
offense. Using violent language calculated 
to provoke a breach of the peace is an offense 
which may be committed by respectable 
and well-meaning persons who happen to 
be hot-headed. It is monstrously unjust 
that the same penalty should by law be 
imposed upon such persons and upon a 
wretch like Most, with whom incitement 
to murder is a trade. It is in Illinois and 
not in New-York that Most’s utterances 
have had their perfect work, and if possi-

THE ELM-STREET IMPROVEMENT. 


The difference of opinion as to the pro- 
posal to extend and widen Elm-street re- 
lates mainly to the manner in which the 
expense of the improvements shall be de- 
frayed. The property owners, represent- 
ing some $14,000,000 worth of property, 
who have petitioned the Legislature in sup- 
port of the bill introduced by Mr. Cantor 
yesterday, have set forth very strong’rea- 
sons why the work should be done, and 
done at once; and as to the advisability of 
doing it we do not believe there is much 
difference of opinion, The estimated cost 
is $2,500,000, of which it is proposed that 
the abutting property owners shall pay 
one-half, the other half—$1,250,000—to 
be assessed upon the taxpayers of the en- 
tire city. It seems to us that this is not 
an unfair division of the expense. The 
immediate resulting benefit to the 
city, as well as to the property 
owners most directly interested, will 
be very great. The district through 
which Elm-street runs is now prac- 
tically dead and valueless, <A large 
proportion of the buildings along the 
street are mere hovels. Comparatively 
little profitable business is carried on 
there, and the assessable valuation of the 
property is necessarily very low because 
the returns upon it to its owners are 
small, It is preposterous that within a 
stone’s throw of Broadway, where land 
values and rents are exorbitantly high, 
there should be a parallel street equally 
accessible and affording similar oppor- 
tunities for business enterprise, largely 
given over to old junk and carpenters’ 
shops. The opening and widening of 
the street would promote the rapid erec- 
tion of new and valuable buildings, which 
would be sought by tenants engaged in 
larger and more profitable business enter- 
prises. And it is reasonable to suppose that 
the city would in a few years be reim- 
bursed for its expenditure by the large in- 
crease in the assessable valuation of prop- 
erty in the street. 

As a measure of public convenience, 
moreover, this improvement would pay 
for itself. It is proposed to extend Elm- 
street to the southward by cutting 
obliquely through the block south of 
Reade-street easterly to Chambers-street. 
The removal of the old Hall of Records, 
which will come shortly, would be fol- 
lowed by the cutting off of the point of 
land which now projects awkwardly to 
the eastward at the junction of Centre- 
street and Park-row, and this improve- 
ment would give Elm-street a direct open- 
ing into Printing House-square. It is pro- 
posed to extend Elm-street to the north 
along the line of Marion-street, and by 
cutting through the blocks from Prince- 
street to Great Jones-street to make a 
junction with Lafayette-place. A north- 
erly continuation of the street across the 
block between Eighth and Ninth streets 
would bring it to a junction with Fourth- 
avenue, Should this be done the city 
would have a new, broad and direct 
thoroughfare from the Post Office to 
the Grand Central Station. It is pro- 
posed, we believe, to make this street 
eighty feet wide. It certainly ought not 
to be of less width. It will be seen that 
this improvement would very greatly re- 
lieve Broadway, which is at present 
thronged and choked by trucks during 
the business hours of the day. This is 
only one of several street openings and 
extensions which might be profitably 
made, but it seems tous to be the most 
important. 














THE LEXINGION SALES. 


No more remarkable proof of the great 
interest taken in the breeding of thor- 
oughbreds has been had of late than is 
shown by the results of the sales at Lex- 
ington, Ky., which close to-day with the 
sale of the Woodburn farm yearlings. 
Prices for youngsters’ whose speed has 
never been tested, and whose blood is 
their only claim for value, have readily 
been obtained which would hardly 
have been paid within the decade for 
tried 2 and 8 year olds, For a chestnut 
colt bred at the Dixiana farm there was 
paid on Tuesday $5,100, although the 
colt was but a few days over 13 months 
old. Heisafull brother to the famous 
Punster, it is true, but the man who 
would have paid such a price for an un- 
tried horse even five years ago would have" 
been looked upon as extremely unwise, 
considering the risks involved. 

Yet from $2,000 to $4,000 have fre- 
quently been paid for yearlings within 
the past few weeks, This speaks volumes 
for the breeders of Kentucky, who have 
been so careful in their efforts to produce 
the best of stock that to-day England can 
show no better blood and bone on her 
oldest and most carefully stocked farms, 
Most of these youngsters have gone to 
the stables of the West.and the Pacific 
slope, whence, after their career on the turf, 
they will go to the breeding establish. 
ments whose owners hope soon to rival 
the Kentucky farms in producing fast 
stock, 

The only thing to regret about these 
sales is that many of the promising 
young ones have gone into the hands of 
the bookmakers, who are getting alto- 
gether too firm a footing on the turf for 
the best interests of racing.

THE HARMONIC SOCIETY. 
, The third concert given this season by 
the New-York Harmonic Society occurred at 
Chickering Hall last night, and was undoubtedly 
the most commendable performance the society 
has thus far supplied. The work of 
the chorus, while it still falls short 
of the precision and nicety which it 
may fairly be expected to attain in due course, 
showed a decided advance upon previous efforts, 
and the added exertions of several soloists and of 
an orchestra invested the entertainment—the 
proceeds of which, by the way, are to accrue to 
the pedestal fund—with somewhat unusual at- 
tractiveness. The most important composition, in 
respect of length, interpreted last evening was 
Mr.S. N. Penfield’s setting of the Eighteenth 
Psalm. Mr. Penfield’s achievement is divided 
into 12 numbers, with solos for the members of 
the vocal quintet and choruses. It can- 
not be spoken of as informed with profoun?t 
religious feeling, for the music could adapt 
itself to almost any text of a narrative and de- 
Scriptive character; it claims the praise, how- 
6ver, due to graceful and fluent writing, and 
shows technical skill and familiarity with the 
requirements of the human voice. The cho- 
rus “ At the brightness” is perhaps the weak- 
est thing in Mr. Penfield’s work, the 
Orchestration being commonplace and theatrical ; 
the solos are simple, melodious, and by no means 
ineffective. The quintet concerned in the per- 
formance of the psalm consisted of Misses Jessa- 
Mine Hallenbeck and Hattie J. Clapper, and 
Messrs. Dennison, Dufft, and Phinney. The 
ladies were particularly successful; the cborus 
as a rule, was steady and responsive to Mr. Pen- 
field’s lead, which was not always asifirm as could 
be wisbed. Tne programme included, with the 
psalm, the rendering of which occupied about 
one-half of the evening, a chorus by Gade, a 
motett by Mendelssohn, and Lewandowski’s clev- 
er part song, called **A Chafer's Wedding,” all 
of which were assigned tothe chorus, an aria 
from “Don Carlos,” sung by Miss Clapper, 
whose cantabile is better than her recitative— 
in Italian music at any rate—and some piano 
pieces played by Mr. Richard Hoffman. Mr. 
Hoffman's interpretation of Chopin is by far 
the best in sentiment, quality of tone, and tech- 
nique that New-York audiences nave listened to 
for years.

THE GROLIER CLUB, 


An exhibition of artistic and costly bind- 
ings by modern French, English, and American 
artists now invites inspection under the au- 
spices and at the rooms of the Grolier Club, in 
Madison-avenue, Bindings de luxe, to use a 
French expression, for which there is no exact 
equivalent in the vernacular, are a subject con- 
cerning which the general public has a very 
slender store of information, and people that care 
to know how much valuabie material and skilled 
workmanship can be bestowed upon the covers 
of a small volumecan do no better than in- 
spect the treasures in charge of the Grolier 
Club. The present collection, which includes 135 


pieces, is made up, with one exception, of books 
belonging to the members of the organization 
and loaned for the purpose of exhibition. Its 
value—it being borne in mind that only afew of 
the nooks are of exceptional intrinsic worth—may 
be estimated by the sum for which it is insured, 
the policy representing $46,000. For purposes 
of comparison, the bindings have been divided 
off into French, English, and American sections. 
Lortic’s contributions must be regarded as the 
most admirable, and, indeed, the French exhibit 
will impress a majority of connoisseurs as the 
most striking, but there is some splendid work 
by Matthews, and the bindings of English art- 
ists, while they lack something of the 
lightness and cachet of their Parisian 
rivals, has distinct merit in respect of 
substantial beauty. Among the most curious 
specimens of the binders’ art is **Tne Book of 

our Colors,” a small duodecimo, printed in four 
colors, and bound to matecb. The colors of the 
morocev covers and inks are mauve, yellow, 
biue, and red, and the strips of leather are so 
cunningly united that a magnifying glass is re- 
quired to detect the line of separation. This is 
an achievement of Marius Michel's. A pro- 
duction of Joly’s is a ** Siamese Twins’” binding 
by means of which two tiny books—Waliton’s 
“Angler” and “Lives’—are so connected 
as to need but three covers between them. 
Petit’s craft is shown by a copy of the 
first illustrated edition of Hugo's ‘Notre 
Dame,” with a crimson morocco ‘doublet,’’ 
with Gothic tooling, the tracery. repre- 
senting the design of the portal of Notre 
Dame, with the author’s monogram in the 
centre. Edwards, of Halifax, furnishes a 
volume of Byron’s works, with a painted edge 
bearing a view of Eton College Chapel, which is 
only visible when the tome is partly opened. A 
history of Nell Gwynn, bound by Matthews, 
cost the compilec 11 years’ Jabor and many 
thousand dollars for the plates aud autographs 
set into it; the small 12mo of the original edi- 
tion is extended to folio size; the bind- 
ing is red levant, with “doublé” of 
blue, toolea with dentelle border; monograms 
of *N. G.” and the royal crown are alter- 
nately worked in the panels,and the value of 
the binding is estimated at $1,500. A magnifi- 
cently bound “Paul et Virginie,” which took 
the prize at the Vienna Exhibition, again 
represents Marius Michel. And finally, to enu- 
merate only the most elaborate things in a 
curious and edifying collection, mention may 
be made of a copy of ‘* Armsmear,” bound 
by Matthews, which called forth the 
admiration of Petit at the Paris Exposition, 
Lortic’s ‘**Rommant de la Rose,” in crimson 
levant, with richly studded geometrical border 
and centre, and roses illuminated in circles 
David’s ‘*Danse des Morts"in black morocco 
tooled with death heads and tears in silver, and 
Matthews's “Guttenberg” Bible in dark brown 
levant, with a pure Grolier design inlaid with 
dark blue.

THE STRIKE IN DETROIT. 

Detroit, Mich., May 12.—The strike 
gives unmistakable signs of wearing itself out, 
although desperate efforts are made to keep it 
up. This morning when the whistle blew at 
the Michigan Car Works 160 men, mostly mold-~ 
ers, filed in with their dinner pails, took up their 
respective stations and resumed work in the de- 
partments from which they were driven over 
one week ago.. About 90 of these men are em< 
ployed in the car wheel foundry and the re- 


maining 70 in the pipe foundry. Those work< 
ing in the car wheel foundry are at 
work casting machinery for various manufact- 
uring firms in the city, ana declare that they; 
will not do any work for the Michigan Car Com-' 
Pany’s cars, but they will hardly refuse to da 
work given to them now that they are fairly go< 
ing again. Over 100 men had previously gone ta 
work in these departments, 50 that appearanced 
are that the strike at this point is slowly giving, 
way. Inthe Pullman works the number of men’ 
returning to work each morning is gradually in- 
creasing, and to-day the Superintendent report- 
ed 150 men at work. The Henry C. Hart Manu- 
facturing Company came to an agreement with’ 
its molders yesterday, and the men returned to 
work this morning. The Detroit Steel and 
Spring Works and Baugh’s Steam Forge are 
agein running, though with a somewhat re- 
duced force, but this 1s daily increasing. Proba- 
bly a total of 2,000 men are still out of the three 
large car works. Every day sees more of the 
smaller concerns resuming in part or in full. \

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THE SQUIRE JOB KILLED 


SWAMPED IN THE ASSEMBLY BY 
AN OVERWHELMING VOTE. 
THE NOONEY EXCISE BILL ADVANCED BY 
A TRANSPARENT TRICK—ITEMS IN THE 

SUPPLY BILL VETOED. 


AuBany, May 12.—The Bruns bill is dead. 
The Assembly dealt it a mortal blow to-day by 
recommitting it to the Cities Committee, with in- 
btructions to strike out the enacting clause. 
This is astern method of procedure, gensrally 
adopted when a body wants to emphasize its 
opinion of the measure under considera- 
tion. A miraculous change had come 
over Republicans and Democrats. alike 
tinve Friday last. The Tammany Demo- 
crats were conspicuous for the flerceness 
with which they ground the heels of their boots 
into the doomed bill. The country Democrats 
bad received from Gov. Hill instructions to 
jump with the others upon its prostrate form. 
The Republicans had been whipped by the New- 
York newspapers into penitence. There was & 
soramble to get jn at the death. Mr. Bruns stood 
his ground and gave figures which would prove 
the proposition that the eight subdepartments 
in the City Works Department ought to be con- 
tolidated into four, but which furnished no 
ground for conferring enormous powers upon 
Commissioner Squire, as his bill proposed. 

Jvdge Greene followed in a bitter tirade 
beainst the New-York newspapers for their in- 
berference with the passageof this bill. Russia 
would be just the kind of acountry in which 
the Judge could live undisturbed, and he is ad- 
vised to emigrate forthwith. He sent to the 
Dlerk’s desk a printed circular in favor of the 


bill, copies of which had been liberally distrib- 
uted around on the members’ desks. He asked 
that it be read for the purpose of showing the 
inconsistency of newspapers. It contained an 
extract from a TIMES editorial of five years 
ago which had been so garbied as to make it ap- 
pear that THz Times was then in favor of 
exactly the same bill as the Bruns bill, 
Mr. Lyon gianced at the solitary sirnature upon 
his copy of the Judge’s circular and asked if he 
wouldn’t tell the ees whose it was. The 
Judge dodged the question with the remark 
that it made no difference. The members then 
examined the circular and saw that the name 
was that of the notorious Charlic Swan, who has 
been here lobbying for the Bruns bill for weeks.

They set up a lauch, and so the Judge's gun was 
discharged without effect.

Mr. Finn took charge of both 
these bills in the lower house. and the members 
hardly waited for him to expla n their purpose, 
s0 quick were they to respond to their names 
upon its passage. The Murphy bill provides for 
the establishment of the Chicago system of 
police patrol wagons, which are valuable in 
transferring bodies of policemen from point to 
point, and in carrying off the dead, the wounded, 
and the prisoners. Four patrol wagons are to be 
allotted to each of the New-York precincts, and 
five to police headquarters. Senator Murphy 
explained the operations of the system, showed 
what a convenient aid the wagons would be in 
transferring prisoners from remote points to 
the station houses. By a system of signals es- 
tablished at many points, word could be at once 
sent tothe police station by an officer in dis- 
tress, and relief could be conveyed to him on 
the gallop. These wagons will be ready for in- 
stant use night and day, just as the fire engines 


are. 
The Westfall bill prohibiting the sale of liquor 
on State and county fair grounds was in a tair 
way of being defeated in the Assembly to-day, 
when Speaker Husted descended from his perch 
and, in the language that has grown to be fa- 
miliar on the floor, “read the riot act” to the 
Republicans. The Democrats had made up their 
minds to kill the bill, and some of the 
country Republicans showed an astonishing 
nmount of indifference to its fate. Editor 
Platt had made an appeal to them in 
vain to support the bill. There was no place, he 
declared, that offered greater temptations to 
—— than the country fair grounds, where 
iquor is sold without hindrance. Mr. Westtall 
explained that he had introduced the bill at the

An outrageous bill—in principle quite as bad 
as the Bruns bill—was progressed by the Assem- 
bly to-day under very much the same inspira- 
tion as that which led to the advancement of 
the Bruns measure. It gives to the President 
of the Board of Aldermen the power to appoint 
three Excise Commissioners, to hold office until 
May 1, 1887. Their successors are to be ap- 
pointed for three years by the Mayor elect- 
ed next Fall. Tne Commissioners appoint- 
ed by Mayor Grace are legislated out 
of office immediately, and the President 
of the Aldermanic Board must play his part 
within 10 duys thereafter. Police Justice Jacob 
Patterson, Brewer Sheridan Shook, and John J. 
O’Brien are the gentiemen almost wholly inter- 
ested inthis bill. The scheme to pass it was 
concerted by them,and the country Repub- 
licans fell into their trap. The Tammany lead- 
ers are in it and passed the word along the line 
to their members to support it. The manoer in 
which the scheme was curried out in the Assem- 
bly was as follows: Mr. Conlan moved to go 
into Committee of the Whole on the bill 
drawn by the Gibbs committee, which has 
already passed the Senate,and which was in- 
tended todo nothing more than to remedy an 
allewed defect in the titie of the Roosevelt Al- 
dermanic bill. This bill was anended In the As- 
sembly Cities Committee through the influence 
of the same New-York Republicans who are 
now laboring for its passage. The amendment 
gavethe appointing power to the President of 
the Board of Aldermen, but limited the number 
of Commissioners to two. Messrs. Hamilton, 
Lyon, Alien, and Brown dissented from the re- 

rt. It was Mr. Conlan’s intention to have the 
louse go into Committee of the Whole on this 
amended bill, and then substitute the Toree- 
headed Commission bill. His motion was de- 
feated. 

Subsequently Charles Smith, John J. O'Brien’s 
member, made the same motion and it-was car- 
ried. In Committee of the Whole Mr. Shea 
offered an amendment that the Mayor be sub- 
stituted for the President of the Board of Al- 
dermen. Mr. Hamilton offered an amendment 
that one of the two Commissioners be a Repub- 
lican. He took occasion to criticise the billasa 
bad one, and said it would be quite as sensible 
for Congressto take the power of appointment 
from the President of the United States and give 
it to John Sherman as to deprive Mayor Grace 
of this appointing power. It was nothing, he 
claimed, buta:'Tammany scheme. The Repub- 
licans could not afford to entertain it for a mo- 
meat. If they proposed to help any faction in 
New-York it should be the County Demucracy, 
which is the under dog. 

Mr. Erwin warned the Republicans that they 
were treading on very dangerous ground. The 
excise matters might. as some persons had 
claimed, be in a muddle, but the courts, and not 
the Legislature, should disentangle them. Both 
tne amevdments were voted down. Then 
O’Brien’s Assemblyman offered his substitute. 
providing for three Commissioners. The 
Tammany members flocked around him 


to help him make the necessary pariia- 
mentary motions. Mr. Gallagher. a Buf- 
falo HKepublican, suddenly bobbed up as 
a champion of the substitute. The gang had 
done its work. The Republican members with 
a few exceptions responded to the crack of the 
Tammany whip held by Mr. Cantor, and the bill 
was ordered to a third reading. Mr. Gallacher 
moved that it be read to-morrow morning. This 


was carried after an uproar caused by Mr. 
Lyon’s demand for the yeas and nays. The vote 
by which this sorry piece of legislation was or- 
dered to be read to-morrow was as follows, Re- 
publicans in roman, Democrats in italic:

Pay it or its enormous outlay. The bill 
comes too long after the war. Drafted 
men received ample recompense by their 
exemption. The bill wouli impose a tax of 
$100,000 on Orleans County alone. A vote would 
not be a sure test of the sent'ment of the towns. 
Mr. McMillan held that the towns hold as 
Trustees for drafted men money paid to the 
towns 21 years ago. He opposed the provision 
for paying legal representatives of drafted men, 
as under it a syndicate for 11,000,000 claims couid 
be formed. Mr. itts said that larxe numbers 
of those claims have been bought up for small 
sums on speculation. Mr. Keliogg declared that 
every claim now amounted to $900. Drafted 
men had been fairly compensated by their ex- 
emption, 

Mr. Vedder offered an amendment to the ef. 
fect that those who volunteered and served in 
the army or navy should be exempt from taxa- 
tion for the purpose of paying drafted men, and 
this was adopted. . McMillan offered an 
amendment providing that noclaims should be 
paid tothose who bought claims, but only to 
drafted nen or their heirs,and providing that 
no transferred claim should be paid. Mr. Cog- 
geshall held that no claims had been speculative. 
ly sold. Mr. McMillan’s amendment was adopted. 
Mr. Pitts moved to amend by providing that the 
proposition to pay drafted men must receive in 
each town the approval of a majority of the tax- 
payers in the full vote of the town cast at that 
election. This was adopted, though Mr. Cogges- 
hall, in charge of the bill, protested that it would 
kill it, 4 Raines then moved to strike out the 
enacting Clause, The motion was carried by a 
vote of 11 to 10. Subsequently Mr. Coggesha!! 
moved to restore the enacting clause, and this 
motion was carried—yeas 14, nays 13. The bill 
thus goes to athird reading. 

Mr. McMillan’s Prison Commission bill was 
also ordered to a third rea !ing. 

Mr. Low reported verbally that the time for 
the Broadway investivation tad expired, and 
the committee thought that the prolongation 
of its ex stence won d not serve any useful leg- 
islative purpose. The Chair announced that the 
committee had expired by limitation of time. 

Mr. Vedder introduced a bill e,xempting mort- 
gage bonds on reai e-tate from taxation as per- 
sonal property when the mortgage bears not 
over 41% per cent. and the real estate on which it 
is based istaxed, The bill does not apply to 
railroad bonds. He explained that the purpose 
of the bill was to restore the equality between 
real and personal taxation. Persona! property 
is now exempt from taxation to the amount of 
a person’s just debts, while real property on 
which there are incumbrances is taxed in full, 
and mortgages are also taxed as personal prop- 
erty. He said he had no idea of passing the bill 
at this late day. It was simply submitted to 
evoke public discussion, with a view to possible 
action upon it at the next session. The bill will 
be printed. 

The Governor eent in the name of Major 
Azariah C. Brundage, of Bath, as Trustee of the 
Bath Soldiers’ Home, in place of Jonathan 
Robie. Mr. Murphy moved that the nominee 
be confirmed. “He is_a Republican,” inter. 
jectea Mr. Pierce. Mr. Fassett objected, and the 
nomination went to the Finance Committee. 

The Senate has adopted a resolution fixing 
Thurscay, May 20, as the day of the adjourn- 
ment of the Legislature. The Assembly wiil 
also agree upon this date, and the last of thig 
Legisiature will be seen next week. 

The Assembly has concurred in the Senate’s 
amendments to the State Arbitration bill, and 
the bill will speedily be lanched into the Ex. 
ecutive Chamber.

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INSURANCE ‘IN NEW-HAMPSHIRE, 
_——_p-———— 
COMMISSIONER PILLSBURY TELLS SOME IN- 
TERESTING FACTS, 

Concorp, N. H., May 12.—The seven- 
teenth annual report of the Hon. Oliver’ Pills- 
bury, Insurance Commissioner of New-Hamp- 
shire, will be issued in a few days. The sit- 
uation in this State makes the report 
one of unusual interest. From the ad- 
vance sheets the following abstract is 
taken: “All fire insurance companies of other 
States and counties having withdrawn 
from this State in September, much the 
larger sbare of the fire insurance trans- 
actions of the year do not = ap- 


ear this report; consequently the 

re insurance statistics must be very meager 
and unsatisfactory. The New-Hampshire fire, 
State mutuals, and town mutuals, that have 
heretofore reported, bave undergone no mate- 
rial change. They have been supplemented 
by four stock companies, having an aggregate 
capital of $525,000; 12 State and 2 town mutuals, 
making in all5 stock companies, with a total 
capital of $1,025,000; 15 State and 19 town mut- 
uals. Several of ‘the new companies have 
been organized since the close of the year 
1885, and of course bave made no finan- 
cial statements to this office. The State 
and town companies wero carrying risks 
in this State Dec. 31. 1885, Ag 
follows: Stock companies, $15,812,604: State 
mutuais, $8,380,893; town mutuals, 2,261,312; 
total, $26,554.900. These new companies 
all ‘commenced their work under the 
most opportune circumstances, and they are 
diligentiy striving to make the most of their op- 
portunity, with very gratifying success up to 
the present time. If they were not in 
the hands of sagacious men of consid- 
erable experience, % word of caution 
to them as well as suggestion to the people 
might not be out of place here. The fact that 
every premium brings with it a corresponding 
liability is dimmed by the momentary glare 
of success. Having collected a few thousand 
dollars the fact is trumpeted abroad, giving the 
impression of unqualified ownership, when in 
truth but asmall part of it has been earned, the 
rest being really the property of those who have 
paid it into the pool.” 

This point is illustrated practically with the 
assertion following that to get at the liabilities 
of a company with absolute accuracy would re- 
quire each Gay’s premium to be computed by 
itself, ‘Premium notes are designed as additional 
security. Should it become necessary to assess 
on them, every one who properly appreciates 
the mutual! relation assume@ will pay and stick. 
But who does not know that many would, how- 
ever unwisely, withdraw in diszust and never 
cease to proclaim their ill will The situa- 
tion is very delicate. ur insurance is 
this: We are experimenting, and it is not 
wise to blind ourselves to the actual 
situation. Forewarned is to be forearmed. 
It is all-important that the actual 
situation should be understood and recognized, 
and that mutual friendly relations be cultivated 
and sustuined between the companies and the 
insured. The live and let live phrase must be 
recognized here. These companies must show 
progress and growth to secure and retain the 
confidence of the people. My practice has been 
not to admit new outside companies to this 


State until they have shown capacity to conduct 
the business and established the right to claim 
public confid2nce. This accounts for the abso- 
jute reliability that has characterized fire in- 
surance in this State during the last 10 or 12 
years. ‘ 

There is more or less grumbling already about 
high rates and combinations to secure them. 


I regard the mutual understanding and 
arrangement as to rating as fortunate 


and indispensable to the continuance and 
safety of the companies. Should they 
rush into a general scramble for bu-iness at any 
price, and cut and slash each other, the public 
would soon lose confidence in them, ana they 
weuld inevitably collapse and disappear. 
True, rates are higher, hirher on some 
classes of property than ever known here 


beiore, because experience bas demonstrated 


that former rates were Insufficient to 


sustain the business. Moreover, it is the 
part of wisdom to lay bv something for 
the day of adversity. As the companies 
accumulate strength they may properly venture 
to extend their aegis of protection over some of 
the more bazardous property now or soon to be 
uncovered by insurince, except by the swarm 
of irresponsible buzzards now infesting our

Attention is again called to the necessity for a 
reduction of the fire waste, which Commis- 
sioner Pillsbury says he _ feels assured is 
practicable, and may be tacilit.ted in 
many ways.

CHICAGO’S UNDERGROUND WIRE MAN SUED 
BY HIS PARTNER, 


Cutcaco, May 12.—Daniel H. Dorsett, 
~whose negotiations with the New-York Electric. 
al Subway Commissioners were shown up in 
Tas TIMES not long ago, has been made de- 
fendant in a suit begun in the Superior 
Court by Samuel G. Magill], as former partner, 
to compel an accounting of the profits and 
affairs of the Dorsett Conduit Manufacturing 
Company. According to the complaint, 


Dorsett was living in Morrison, Ill., in 
1879, and there formed & partner. 
ship with Magill to manufacture compo- 
sition for sewer pipe, paving, and other pur- 
poses. Magill was to have an equal interest in 
certain patents which Dorsett owned and was to 
furnish the necessary funds. Magii! lived in 
Clinton, iowa, and in 30 a stock com- 
pany was formed in _ Clinton called the 
Clinton Drain Pipe and Paving Company, 
which ran on for some time with indifferent suc- 
cess. The following year experiments were 
made with the composition as a covering for 
underground wires, and the main office was re- 
moved to Chicago, where the Dorsett Pipe 
and Paving Company was formed, with 
& capital stock of $125,000, of which 
Magill and Dorsett were to have $25,000, besides 
$25,000 cash for their patent rights. The enter- 
prise changed names several times, but Magill 
says he was constantly advancing money to push 
the business. Last year he was informed by Dor- 
sett that the business was not very promising, but 
he afterward learned that Dorsett had laid con- 
duit pipes in Chicago for which he had been 
paid $150,000, half of which was profit, and had 
sold out certain rights under the patent for large 
sums, especially one in"Milwaukee for $250,000. 
It is claimed that there is an agreement for the 
sale of certain rights in New-York for $75,000, 
and others of approximate magnitude in other 
cities. Recently Magill bas heard of the charter- 
ing of the Dorsett Conduit Manufacturing Com- 
pany, with acapital of $100,000. On April 30 last 

orsett gave Magill to understand that Magiil's 
rights iu the enterprise were vot recognized, 
and Magill now resorts toa court of chancery. 
An injunction has been issued by Judge Garnett 
restraining all parties concerned from incumber- 
ing or disposing of the property in question un- 
til further orders.

Cut of the 120 paintings that make up 
the eighth exhibition of the Society of American 
Artists, now inviting inspection at the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art, there are some that 
claim high commendation, many that reveal 
more promise than fulfillment, and a few that 
could not easily be palmed off upon a “sentle- 
man’s gentleman” in exchange for one of his 
master’s worn out suits of clothes. In one re- 
spect the exhibition is somewhat disappointing. 
It shows a plentiful lack of national and charac- 
teristic subjects, and few of the subjects chosen 
for illustration address themselves to the eye by 
charm of color or felicity of arrangement. There 
are, of course, some exceptions, but they are 
not very numerous. The best work beheld is in 
shape of outdoor scenes, the figure painting 
generally denoting indifference to detail, if not 
absolute ignorance of portions of the human 
form, There are hands and limbs in the exhibi- 
tion that would be rejected by an artist if they 
belonged to manikins instead of men and 
women, and some of the painters’ blunders dis- 
figure works that in other respects deserve high 
praise, Criticism of this sort, however, is called 


forth by most exhibitions, and does not impair 
the worth of the really meritorious contributions 
to the collection under notice. 

The most striking things may be first enumrat- 
ed. ‘La Coupe de Bois,” by C. Ruger Donoho, 
shows an aged French peasant busy in a wood, 
among tree trunks and logs. The painting is 
distinctly French in subject and treatment, the 
figure is capitally drawn, the color is typical and 
good, although some objection might be urged 
to the brilliancy of the red-brown of some 
of the logs, which splashes the canvas and pro- 
duces a rather harsh effect. “* Breton Peas- 
ant,” by Mary K. Trotter,is conceived under 
similar influences; the figure of the peasant girl 
is well drawn and painted, the features are dis- 
tinctly typical, and there is unusual ac- 
tion in the woman’s attitude. Mr. T. C. 
Steele sends three pictures, all of which have de- 
cided merit, ‘ A Birch Avenue rear Schleiss- 
helm” and *“*Afternoon in Early Spring’ are 
closely related; the perspective in both 1s ad- 
mirable, and so is the management of the lights 
and shadows, a cool brightness pervading the 
two scenes. ‘“*The Boatman,” by the same 
artist, shows a grizziy oarsman, witb plenty 
strength in his half-averted face and plenty 
muscle in his thin, weather-tanned arms, pull- 
ing at an oar, the figure standing out 
sharply on a gray sky. “Noon,” by H. 
R. Poore, is another creditable achieve- 
ment in the French style; it brings 
before the eye a narrow, winding street in a 
French country town, with its vista of one- 
storied houses, a stray dog looking into a door- 
way in the foreground, a horse and another dog 
in the distance, and the air of Sabbath tran- 


quillity that a provincial rue wears at the 
charmed hour of the déjeuner. “A Bit of the 
North Sea, Holiand,” isa tiny landscape from 
the brush of Mr. W. M. Chase, whose perspective 
and color are, in this instance, excellent. 
** Meditation,” a pastel by the same artist, is a 
very happy effort, the texturesof the hang- 
ings in the background and of the subject’s 
garments being reproduced with great fidelity, 
and the tone of the work being harmonious and 
pleasing. R.D. Sawyer’s From an Old Nor- 
mandy Kitchen” is an agreeable specimen of the 
toilsome anda minute performances of the Dutch 
masters, the kitchen being represented by a 
metallic basin, a stone jug, and some artichokes 
and carrots, all of which are successfully re- 
produced. Miss Hosalie Gili’s ‘‘ Siasconset” is 
better in color than in perspective; although 
her canvas is taken up with nothing more 
than a strip of sand, with a plank walk, 
and & narrow band of emerald sea in the dis- 
tance, its impression 1s bright and satisfactory. 
Miss Gill contrilbutes to the exhibition, besides 
** Siaconset,”’ a finished and effective portrait of 
O-Nami, one of the Japanese ladies that lately 
graced the Japanese village at the Madison- 
Square Garden. ‘On the White Sand Dunes,” 
by Francis C. Jones, is to be praised for the 


fizures of the two young girls, which are paint- 
ed with delizhtfui softness and finish. Mr. Jones 


has _ not been as successful in picturing the 
sund, which is not unlike snow in _ its 
effect upon the eye,and which offers a strange 
contrast to the green foliage of the trees that 
overshadow it. A smaliand tanciful figure, on 
a pearly background, is called ** Peace,” and is 
a fairexemplar of Mr. F. S&. Church’s delicate 


coloring, Mr, Andrew Tevgin’s “ Landscape” is 
a well painted bit of marshy ground, without 


articular suggestiveness. “A Garden of 

uteh Bulbs,” by George Hitchcock, is one of 
tne showiest paintings 1n the exhibition. Large 
beds of the hu flowers extend from the 
foreground to cottage in the back- 
ground, and masses of rich colors—red, 
yellow, and lilac—fil) three-fourths of the canvas. 
The foliage in the background and the small fig- 


ure are notably good, und the work bas the add- 


ed merit of comparative originality in respect 


of subject. “Honfleur; the Old Basin,” by F. 
M. Bogyss, is a small but effective picture of 
ships in smooth water andin the leaden atmos- 
phere much affected by French painters. Mr. 
Reginuld Cleveland Coxe’s “After the Gale,” 
and “ A Breaker,” are brilliant studies of wave 
and foam that would strike the average ob- 
server of nature as a_ trifle outré in 
color. In Emma Lowstiidt Chadwick's “ Girl 
Picking Water Lilies” there are qualities and 
defects, but the unnatural transparency of the 
water, that makes one fancy that the lilies arein 
midair, and the general -bhardness of tone of the 
work rather outweivb its worth as a composi- 
tion, and the finish of some portions of the 
picture. ** The Engraver,” by the same artist, is 
& more striking performance. Among the re- 
maining canvases with miscellaneous subjects 
are a highly-colored Pastoral” by J. Carroll 
Beckwith, in which a maiden in white dances 
with rather uncertain step in menacing prox- 
imity to a small satyr who furnishes the music; 
Francis Miller’s *“* Juggler,” and several water- 
colors and one oil painting by John Lafarge. 
The figure pieces on view are not as attractive 
as the landscapes. Mr. J. Alden Weir's painting 
ot R, H, Stoddard is graceful as to the head, but 
the singular attitude of the fiyure, indicative of 
an inclination to topnle over, is not to be com- 
mended. Margaret W, Lesley’s * Sisters” can- 
not be referred to as strong, but the work shows 
technical skill and finish. W. M. J. Rice’s por- 
trait of T. Carroll Beckwith must be looked at 
from a very remote standpoint to escape the im- 
pression that the figure and everything bebind it 
are not pasted together; the likeness is good. 


Mr, Beck with’s portrait of William Walton must 


be viewed in the same fashion; the head and 
body are strongly painted; the hands resemble 
nothing here below, either in shape or color. 
Mr. Frank H. Hall supplies a forceful picture of 
8. D. Warren. ** Rest,” by B. R. Fitz, represents 
an aged woman, whose well-painted counte- 
nance expresses stern resignation rather than 
repose. In Mr. John 8S. Sargent’s picture of an 
aged couple, the man's head is as good as the 
woman’s is ba !,and the hands of both personsare 
wretchedly treated. There isa well-painted child 
—not as to limbs—in A. H. Thayer's contribution, 
(No. 110.) but the mother 1s forlorn enough in 
expression to have had a chance of beholding 
ber portrait as the artist bas limned it. In 
Charies Sprague Pearce’s **In the Garden” the 
age of the sulky-taced French maiden is a proh- 
lem. Among the pastels Miss Rosina Emmet’s 
‘Happy Autumn Fields,” representing a young 
wirlin bright attire made brighter by the reflec- 
tion off the brilliant sunlit flowers and grasses 
about her, is a cheerful if not realistic bit of 
composition. A pastel portrait by Caroline T. 
Hecker and another by Dora Wheeler are not 
conspicuously felicitous. 

There are some paintings in the exhibition 
upon which commonplace people that prefer 
beauty to ugliness and naturalness to exag- 

eration will not care to bestow By time. 

here is a portrait of a lady (No. 23) by W. M. 
Chase, painted on the coarsest canvas obtainable 
and in the roughest manner imaginable, with 
flesh tones suggestive of the dissecting table, 
There is a Portrait Study.” by Mr. Irving R. 
Wiles, conceived in the same cheerful vein. 
There are some wonderful productions of 
Kenyon Cox, in_which various shades of 
spinach green, flung upon the canvas 
in clots, body fortn nature as Mr. Cox—wno 
is Juckily in the minority as to visual powers— 
beholds it. There are some contributions of 
Mr. W. A. Coftin—" Tne Hay Field’ and * After- 
noon’’—that recall the stenciled masterpieces of 
Wall-street picture dealers. Mr. Francis B. 
Chadwick's we of a polychromatic couple 
is, as to color, not many removals from the 
pictorial orgies Just mentioned. The exhibitio 
includes, besides, the ordinary assortment o 
trifles that fill up nooks and corners, encour- 
age the exhibitors to renewed exertions, and 
keep up the hopes of friends and kinsmen as to 
the outcome of the future. 


A TROUBLESOME CONVICT’S SUICIDE. 

HartrorD, Conn., May 12.—Coroner 
Sperry made an autopsy on the body of Eugene 
Kelly, who died from the effects of poison at 
the State prison last night, andthe stomach will 
be .sent to New-Haven for analysis, It is sup- 
posed that he used either phosphorus from 
matches, soap, tobacco, or a salve containing 
belladonna, which he had in his cell, as no other 
poisonous substance was at his command. Some 
weeks aco he swallowed a large amount of to. 
bacco juice, from the effects of which he nearly 
died. He was sentenced to prison for four 
years, in March of last year, for burglary, and 
while in jail made an attempt to escape with 
others, nearly killing a keeper, and for this 
offense got five years more. When taken to 

rison he refused to work, and was kept in a 
vark dungeon on bread and water for 21 days, 
He had been one of the most troublesome con. 
victs ever in the prison. He was only 22 years 


of age.

the Rev. Lea Luaueer, Rector of the Episco- 
pal Church at Bedford Village, who is Vice- 
President of the club; the Rev. James H. 


Eastman, of the Presbyterian'church: the Rev. 
Mr. Hoyt, also a Presbyterian clergyman; the 
Rev. Mr. Feitner, of the Baptist church; ex- 
Judge Robertson, ex-Collector of the Port of 
New-York, who can easily distinguish the differ- 
ence between a horseradish anda parsnip with- 
out his classes: James Wood, whose weakness is 
sheep and strong point is off-hand speechmaking; 
Henry Pellew, Henry Wood, County Treasurer 
Cromwell, James and Kichard Lounsberry, John 
Green Clarke, C, G. L. Bedell, George W. Bedell, 
J. F. Williams, and John B. Day. 

The club met at the Ophel Farm yesterday to 
hear Joseph Barrett read a paper on ** Causes 
of the Decline of the Farming Business and 
the Remtdy” and to examine the latest im- 
provements in farming implements and methods.

Mr. Barrett was Cashier under ex-Col- 
ector Robertson, but upon becoming an 
offensive partisan did not let go his grip upon 
his farm. In his paver Mr. Barrett declares 
that farming never had been a bonanzain Bed- 
ford Village and never’ would be. In his opinion 
the business would have adownward tendency 
until the Bedford farmer decided to raise other 
crops than milk. Another farmer blamed the 
disastrous condition of things on the Harlem 
Railroad. Mr. Woods thought that Westchester 
County was unable to compete with the West as 
a grain and cattle producing country. He 
thought there was money in raising sheep. He 
has taken prizes at various exhibitions, among 
them the Philadelphia Centennial, with his 
sheep. Another farmer attributed the decline 
to the plow; he wanted the por abolished. 

After a fair percentage of the club members 
bad tried their hands at involving the assem- 
blaze in an inextricable tangle and had succeed- 
ed very well indeed, the meeting adjourned to 
the open air.

The grain 
drill was admired. The manure spreader was 
voted far superior to the pitchfork, and when 
all the admirable appointments of.the farm had 
been examined and approved the visiting mem- 


bers of the Bedford Farmers’ Club climbed into 
their wagons and spun homeward.

WHERE IS YOUNG BRATTON# 


THE STORY OF THE DISAPPEARANCE OF A 
9-YEAR-OLD BROOKLYN ROY. 


Little 9-year-old Lawrence Bratton, the 


son of respectable parents, living at No. 941 
Greene-avenue, Brookiyn, went out on the even- 
ing of Monday, April 28, to sell tickets to a 
church fair and has never returned. Mrs. Brat- 
ton tolda TIMES reporter yesterday that she 


would have had herchild over a week ago but 


for the interference of the Society for the Pre- 
vention of Cruelty to Children of this city. She 


saw ina morning paper of April 29 that a boy 
answering the description of young Bratton had 
been the complainant in the Tombs Police 
Court against John Milter and Jobn Fiynn, who 
had rob>ded him, he said, of 50 cents. His story 


was not believed and the prisoners were dis- 


charged. On the same afternoon the boy boarded 
a Twenty-third-street car, and was sent by the 
driver to No. 378 Tenth-avenue to get his dinner 
pail. Mrs. Eva Horney. a boarderin the house, 
took a fancy to him,and touched by his story of 
orphanage adopted him. This was on April 30, 
but by S:turday the lady became convinced 
that the boy’s story was untrue, She visited the 


Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren and asked if she could keep the boy with- 
out getting into any trouble. An officer assured 


her that she could, but on the same evening she 
gave him 25 cents and sent him away. Noone 
has seen him since. 

Mr. Bratton wrote to the society about the 
case at the Tombs and receiv’d an answer stnt- 
ing that the boy was at the Office of the society. 
Mrs, Bratton called there and was told that he 
wasat No, 878 Tenth-eavenue, She went there 
and. was told of the third disappearance of her 
son. 

Mrs. Bratton then told her story to Mr. El- 
bridge T. Gerry, and was told by that gentleman 
that the society had nothing to do with the mat- 
ter. Hetold Mrs. Bratton, that lady says, that 
the society was not organized to hunt up lost 
boys. © * 

Superintendent Jenkins, of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, said lest nicht 
that the case of young Bratton first came under 
the society’s notice through the trial in the 
Tom's and not from the police or from the 
Bratton family. Their agent at the Tombs 
had no reason to detain young Bratton, 
as there was nothing to indicate that he 
was a runaway or had strayed from home. 
When Mrs. Hormel brought him, some days 
later, into the Society's headquarters, he gave 
his right name, but said he was 13 years old and 
an orphan, and had formerly lived at 73 Queen- 
street, Philadelphia. As he appeared to be 13 
years of age the society could not take him into 
its institution, where the maximum age for ad- 
mittance is 10,and the officers thoucht it well 
that Mrs. Horney should keep him. They wrote 
to Philadelphia to have the boy’s tale,investi- 


gated, and when they discovered the similarity 


of names in the cases of the boy at the Tombs 
andthe one in Mrs. Horney’s charge they tele- 
phoned to officers of the Brooklyn Society to 
call at No. 941 Greene-avenue. When Mrs. Brat- 
ton called at the office of the New-York society 
the officers directed her to Mrs. Horney.

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THE KENTUCKY DERBY, 


SPECULATIONS ON THE PROBABLE RESULT OF 
THE GREAT RACE. 

Lovutsv1ttE, Ky.; May 12.—The nearer 
Derby Day approaches the more complicated 
becomes the problem that is so full of interest to 
the gentry who will lay their money on the can- 
didates, namely, which will carry the winning 
colors. The Lexington meeting has developed 
the claims of several candidates heretofore al- 
most entirely ignored, and whereas four days 
ago the knowing ones acknowledged the claims 
of nothing outside the California stables, there 
are many to-night weighing carefully in their 
minds whether or not California has the walk- 
over that has been almost conceded her. Yes- 
terday’s work at Lexington has widened the 
circle of possibilities, and betters who had almost 
settled the question of which colt should carry 
their money find themselves once more at sea. 

Phil Lee, the son of Glen Athol and grandson 
of Vigil, a big, lusty colt, with plenty of bot- 
tom, has been thought wanting in speed, and 
has probably never been considered seriously a3 
a Derby possibility. Yesterday he beat Adrian. 
also a Derby candidate Restiess,and a good 
field, a mile and a sixteenth, with 118 pounds up, 
in 1:564%, a surprising show of speed. Adrian’s 
bad showing iu this race reacts on his good 
showing of Monday. 

In the Blue Ribbon stakes, a mile and a half, 
Swigert’s Genelg colt, Grimaldi, and Pat Corri- 
gan’s Ten Broeck colt, Free Knight, once more 
came together and this time the order was re- 
versed. Free Knight bad up 118 pounds inoclud- 
ing Isaac Murphy, and Grimaldi with 121 pounds 
weight drove him home in the very fast time of 
2:384%. Inthe Derby the weights will be 118 
pounds, andthe coit which makes the Derby 
distance in 2:38% will bea very safe colt for a 
man to place his money on. However, there is 
a legend to the effect that the Lexington 
course is full two seconds short. Be this as it 
may. the colts are viewed with far greater re- 
spect by the betting fraternity now than ever 

e re. 

In addition to this the Jim Gray touts are 
busy scattering tips, the California contingent 
are being kept very dark. and there is a growing 


conviction that all the Pacific coast cracks are 


not worked fine enough, and are not showing 
any excellent form in the work they are doing. 
This is all given for what it is worth, and along 
with it is added the statement that the Cali- 
fornia horses will find heavy backing when 
the pool box opens to-morrow night, and 
though yesterday’s revelations will advance the 
stock of Kentucky and the Kansas City stables, 
the colts from beside the Western coast will 


not be burdened with the biggest freight of 
currency. 

The city is full of strangers and the stables at 
the track are full of horses. Thereare now 
nearly 500, with Lexington to hear from. The 
track is rapidly being worked into condition, 
and if the weather holds tair next Friday will be 
8 gala day in Churchill Downs, and the race in 
which more people are interested than in any 
turt event of the year will be witnessed by the 


bizgest crowd gathered at the Jockey Club 
course in years.

FREY THE WINNER OF 83 GAMES TO HIS

(rRz JAEHNE JURY COMPLETED 
BUT NOT SWORN IN. 


QHE JURY BOX FILLED AND PARTLY EMP- 
TIED TWELVE TIMES—ANOTHER PANEL 
OF JURORS CALLED FOR THIS MORNING. 
’ Alderman Henry W. Jaehne shook hands 


with his array of counsel in the Court of Oyer 
pnd Terminer at 10 o'clock yesterday morning 
gnd took his seat ina modest way. John Gra- 
bam and Gen. Pryor looked fiercely about them, 
while Richaré 8. Newcombe, Peter Mitchell, and 
John B. Toner were as calm as an undisturbed 
gea. District Attorney Martine and his assistants, 
De Lancey Nicoll and Col. John R. Fellows, were 
as busy as flies in a barrel of sugar. Eleven jurors 
were in their seats,and the tenth chair was 
unoccupied. Every seat allotted to spectators 
and persons subpoenaed to serve as jurors had 
been captured. One woman, wearing Coney 
Island sand glasses, sat within the railing and 
was apparently deeply interested in the pro- 


ceedings. Ex-Alderman Waite and Inspector 
Byrnes were conspicuous by their abso2ce. 
Crowds of citizens, tramps, &c., were in the cor- 
riders of the building. and long after the doors 
of the court room were closed against them 
they clamored for admission. 

The names of the new panel of jurors were 
called by Clerk Walsh, and 82 out of 150 were in 
attendance. Among those subpcenaed were Tony 
Pastor, James Mutrie, manager of the New-York 
baseball nine; A. Page Brown, a son-in-law of 
Gen. Pryor, and Commodore Joseph H. Tooker. 

Jobn Grabam, the leading lawyer for the de- 
fense, opened the proceedinus of the day witha 
fierce battle with the District Attorney's office, 
and Justice Barrett was compelled to interfere 

pn order to restore peace. Mr. Graham chal- 
uged the whole array of the new panel of 
jurors, insisting that it had not been legally 
drawn, that né notice had been given to the 
defense, and that the methods adopted were 
highly prejudicial to the interests of Alderman 
Jaehne. Mr. Grabam was anxious to know all 
about the ordering and drawing of the new 
panel, and Chief Clerk Sparks, of the Court of 
Oyer and Terminer; Thomas F. Gilroy, the 
Deputy County Clerk; James E. Connor, the 
Deputy Commis-ioner of Jurors, and Deputy 
Clerk Walsh, of the Court of Oyer and Terminer, 
were called upon toexplain. It was shown by 
them that the court had merely ordered the 
drawing of a panel of 150 jurors, and that his 
order had been obeyed. It was during the exami- 
nation of these witnesses that Mr. Graham 
pounded the little table at his side and demand- 
ed that the questions asked by him should be 
answered. Mr. Nicoll tcoka hand in poundiog 
tables and raised his voice to even a higher pitch 
than that reached by Mr. Graham, in declaring 
that the questions were improper. At a time 
when the young and handsome Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney and the veteran defender of crim- 
Snals stood wickedly glaring ateach other and 
Beemingiy about to engage in a Greeco-Roman 
wrestling match, Justice Barrett rapped for or- 
der and restrained the learned adversaries. The 
venerable ex-Judge Josiah Sutherland sat on 
the bench with his Honor, who overruled Mr. 
Graham and directed that the work of trying to 
pecure the tentn juror should beresumed. A 
Jong line of jurors was called, and as each juror 
Raid that he bad formed and expressed an opin- 
jon be was liberated. At 1 o’clock, after a three 
hours’ struggle, the tenth juror had not been 
eaptured, and Justice Barrett ordered a recess 
for an hour’s recreation. 

After the recess Samuel! Bart, a salesman for 
Samuel Lewis & Son, woolen goods, No. 258 
Canal-street, was selected as the tenth juror, 
and the jury box was once more filled. Mr. 
Hart lives at No. 1,405 Lexington-avenue. He 
has served on juries before. e bad not formed 
an opinion concerning the guilt or innocence of 
Jaehne. Heisasmall, thin mun, with a reddish 
beard and mustache and dark hair. 

The lawyers on both sides looked the jury over 
and hesitated whether to begin the work of de- 
population again. Just tben Mr. Rosenberg, the 
gecond juror, seemed anxious to say something, 
and when he attracted the attention of Justice 
Barrett said that he felt it to be his duty to 
gay that he did know Detective Sergeant Heidei- 
berg and that he had employed that offi- 
eer to work up cases for him. Assistant 
District Attorney Nicoll drew out the additional 
gtartiing fact that Lawyer Newcombe had once 
‘been employed as Mr. Rosenberg'’s counsel in a 
civil suit. Justice Barrett wished to know why 
the juror had not given this information when 
first examined, and the juror said tnat he did 
not recall itatthe time. The juror was retired 
from the box, 

At 83 o’clock Herman Cantor, a wine merchant, 
of No. 41 Murray-street, residence No. 210 East 
¥Forty-eighth-street, was selected to fill Mr. 
Rosenberg’s piace. He had formed no opinion 
as to the guilt or innocence of the prisoner. He 
jis astout, elderly gentleman, with short gray 
beard, and is slightly bald. When Mr. Cantor 
took his seat the jury box was filled for the 
seventh time and the second juror’s chair for 
the third time. 

Then Mr. Stewart, the twelfth juror, was ex- 
cused by the prosecution, and again there was a 
vacant chair. Otto Wessell,a piano manufact- 
urer of No. 467 West Fiity-seventh-street, came 
very near being a juror. He was examined by 
Col. Fellows and gave one extraordinary answer, 
‘which was not beard by Jaelne’s array of coun- 
sel. The array was about to accept the juror 

when Justice Barrett looked surprised. Col. 
Fellows laughed and said, “I renew the chal- 
lenge.” 

* Then,” said Justice Barrett, “I sustain it. I 
would not have a man in the jury box who be- 
lieves that the prisoner is almost guilty.” 

**Did he say that?” gasped Gen. Pryor and 
Lawyer Newcombe in unison. 

** He did.” replied his Honor, 

* Then we thank you,” said Gen. Pryor and 
Lawyer Newcombe, “for saving us from sucha 
eatastrophe,” and the lawyers for Jaehne vowed 
that they would listen more attentively there- 
after to the answers of jurors. 

Isaac J. Bernheim, tobacco, No.182 Pearl-street, 
residence No. 111 East Seventy-eighth-street, 
was accepted asthetwelfth juror. He was the 
youngest man and probably the most intelligent 
in the jury box. e has light hair and mus 
tache and a pale complexion. When he took his 
peat the jury box was filled for the eighth time. 

Then tne prosecution challenged Mr. Lauter- 
bach, the eighth juror, and he was excused. 
Then Joseph H. Tooker, Jr., the son of the Com- 
modore, was called. Helives at No. 133. East 
One Hundred and Sixteenth-street. He isan in- 
surance broker at No. 38 Vesey-street. He had 
formed an opinion concerning the guilt or inno- 
cence of the prisoner, but could render a ver- 
dict in accordance with the evidence. He did 
not know:Alderman Jaehne. He met Alderman 
Thomas Sheiis at the Thomas Jefferson ball tast 
Winter, and saw him a short time ago in Nash & 
Crook’s restaurant. He did not have the honor 
of being personally acquainted with Mr. Sheils. 
When asked by Mr. Newcombe whether he had 
an opinion concerning Mr. Jaehne’s guilt or in- 
nocence, he said that he had an impression. 
When asked to explain the difference between 
an impression and an opinion, he answered that 
an impression was merely superficial and that an 
opinion was more deeply rooted. Justice Bar- 
rett said to Lawyer Newcombe, “ Very well 

ut,” and the Commodore, the juror’s father, 

ooked on approvingly. He was accepted as the 
eighth juror. He is22 years of age and looks 
like a theological student. His face is beardiless. 
He is a remarkably intelligent young man and 
writes poetry. For the ninth time the jury box 
was filled. 

Then the prosecution challenged Mr. Mack, 
the ninth juror, and Mr. Mack, sad-eyed and 
sorrowfu!, stepped down and out. Sidney J. 
Everett, Secretary of the Fisbkill Manufactur- 
ing Company, of No. 166 Fulton-street, resi- 
dence No. 1,045 Concord-avenue, was put in the 
geat left vacant by Mr. Mack, and for the tenth 
time the jury box was filled. Mr. Everett had 
formed no opinion. He has brown hair, beard, 
and mustache. 

Isaac White, the fourth juror, was then ex- 
cused at the request of the prosecution. David 
Lapsiey, a young broker, of No. 30 Broad-street, 
residence No. 44 West Thirty-tnird-street, was 
accepted as the fourth juror and took his seat 
in the box. He had hardly arranged his Mikado 
shirt collar before Lawyer Newcombe peremp- 
torily challenged him, and he withdrew. Fred- 
erick Mottet, grain, No.1 Broadway, residence 
No. 207 West One Hundred and Twenty-fourth- 
street, was accepted and took the fourth seut in 
the jury box. He was peremptorily challenged by 
Lawyer Newcombe. Commodore Joseph H. 
Tooker was called. Col. Fellows said to Lawyer 
Newcombe: ** You don’t want father and son on 
the jury, do you?” Mr. Newcombe laughed, and 
the Commodore was excused. Two names re- 
mained in the wheel. Louis W. Meyer, grocer, 
of No. 1,471 Third-avenue, residence No. 201 East 
Eighty-third-street, had formed no opinion. He 
was accepted as the fourth juror, and one name 
of the secora panel still remained in the wheel. 

For the twelfth time the jury box was filled. 
Another panel of jurors was ordered for to-day, 
the prosecution having objected to swearing in 
the jury as it stood, as some of the jurors may 
be challenged this morning.

MOST ARRAIGNED IN COURT, 


HE IS ALLOWED TWENTY-FOUR HOURS TO 
PLEAD TO THE INDICTMENT. 

The night spent in the ** boodlers’ cell,’’ 
No. 6, at Police Headquarters, seemed to have 
bolstered up Herr Most’s courage considerably, 
for when he was brought out for inspection yes- 
terday morning he complacently stroked his 
beard and apparently was nota bit afraid. He 
was not inclined to talk. At 9 o’clock he was 
photographed and then was “shown up’’—that 
is, stood up while the whole detective force 
closely scrutinized him. Most endured the or- 
deal pretty well, and grinned while the 50 or 


more men impressed his features on their mem- 
ories. 

After being scrutinized by the detectives, Most 
Was escorted down town and was arraigned be- 
fore Recorder Smyth, in Part II. of the Court of 
General Sessions, on a charge of holding an in- 
cendiary meeting and inciting toriot. He was 
then in a villainous state of mind, and if looks 
had been bombs he wouid have annihilated 
every one in the courtroom. Recorder Smyth 
gave his lawyer until to-day to enter a plea. 
Bail was fixed at $1,000. Most was unable to fur- 
pish it and was sent to the Tombs, When hand- 
cuffed to Michael Donnelly, an excise culprit, 
and marched down Centre-street, he fairly hissed 
with rage. He wanted to be sent to the Tombs 
inacoach. He objected strongly to being hand- 
cuffed to Donnelly, who returned the compli- 
ment with interest. 

At 8 o’clock in the afternoon Most came down 
from cell No. 108 in the Tombs into the prison 
corridor where several reporters were waiting to 
see him. He was smoking a cigar, and he 
seemed very restless and bad-tempered. He 
walked rapidly up and down the corridor during 
the interview. He spoke indignantly of the 
conduct of the police toward him, and of 
what he termed the false statements con- 
cerning his arrest which had appeared in 
the morning papers. He said the story that he 
was found under a bed wasa lie. He was stand- 
ing upin the middle of a back room when the 
officers burst open the door,and they had to 
pass through three rooms to reach the one in 
which he was. ‘“‘Is it to be believed,” he said, 
“that I, who have been foremost in the cause 
of liberty for a score of years, should be accused 
of cowardice?” 

fie had another grievance. He ssid that when 
he was searched in the room a purse containing 
$180 was taken from his pocket. Inspector 
Byrnes said that only $2 10 was found in the 
possession of the Anarchist, for which a receipt 
was given. A charitable lady sent a Bibie and 
hymn book to Warden Finn to be given to Most, 
but when they were taken to the Jatter’s cell he 
said: ‘*I read those things when I wasa boy, 
and have no time to give to them now.”

Since their arrest and release on bail the 
Bohemian boycotters, who have contrived to 
make life interesting for Mrs. Landgraf fora 
month past, have ceased violent methods of an- 
noyance, but are still in a quiet way doing their 
utmost to ruin her business and keep away the 
few remaining customers. The usual afternoon 
procession of a score of wild-eyed bakers no 
longer halts in front of the little shop to greet 


the inmates with derisive shouts and vile names, 
nor does the still more terrible apparition of fe- 
male Bohemians, with babes in arms, affiright 
the persecuted family. Mrs. Landgraf is, of 
course, glad to be rid of these _ inflic- 
tions, but as the receipts fall off day by day she 
grows correspondingly depressed. esterday 
the receipts were only $3, as against $4 on Tues- 
day. The gifts from sympathizers amounted 
to $65 25, and in every case were accompanied 
by words of comfort and encouragement. “ L. 
B.” sent $5 throngh THe Times; * A Doctor” 
called and left $23 25; the agent of the house in 
which the bakery is situated turned in $35, col- 
lected from the tenants; ** Anorymous” sent 2, 
and * A Manufacturer’s Wife” contributed $1, 
and promised to give the same sum every week 
until the fight is ended. 


FORFEITING THEIR BONDS. 

Col. Manuel Moray and Gen. Emilio Del- 
gardo dia not appear in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court yesterday when their names were 
called to plead to the indictments against them 
for fitting out the city of Mexico filibustering 
expedition to Honduras. Gen. Delgardo did not 
come to renew his bond for $2,500, which was 
due last week, and the bail was forfeited. It 
had been given by acigar manutacturer at Key 
West named Gato. Moray had previously re- 
newed his bond, Ramon Pino, of No. 17 Broad- 
way, giving a certified check for $3,000. Judge 
Benedict ordered that the check be forfeited. It 
is said that Moray has fied, not because of fear 
of conviction in the city of Mexico case, put 
because he bad heard the Spanish Consul was 
taking steps for his extradition to Spain to an- 
swer toa charge of murdering Capt. Cacho, of 
the Spanish vessel Montezuma, in 1876, Moray 
gopossession of the ship, but she was afterward 
scuttled, and Moray sought refuge with Presi- 
dent Soto, of Honduras.

‘A PATENT PAVEMENT JOB, 


A BAD FEATURE IN A BILL FOR A STREET- 
PAVING COMMISSION, 

Assembly bill No. 1,023, introduced (by 
request) by Mr. Hamilton, of this city, on April 
27 and reported favorably from the Cities 
Committee, provides for the creation of a 
Street-Paving Commission, to consist of the 
Mayor, Controller, President of the Department 
of Public Parks, Commissioner of Public 
Works, and President of the Board of 
Aldermen, which shall have exclusive con- 
trol of the paving and repaving of the 
streets of ~New-York. The bill makes 
it the duty of the board to de- 
termine the streets to be paved and 
to select the pavement to be used, and the Board 


of Estimate and Apportionment is ordered to 
appropriate the necessary money for prosecuting 
the work to an amount not to exceed $600,009 in 
any one year. The majority of the commission 
is given full power over the street paving of the 
city so far as ordering it and selecting the mate- 
rial is concerned, but the work is to be done 
under the supervision of the Park Department 
or the Department of Public Works, according 
as the streets to be operated on are under the 
jurisdiction of one or the other of these depart- 
ments. 

The bill, on the face of it, appears to be a rea- 
sonably good one, as it proposes to take from 
Commissioner Squire and the Board of Aider- 
men the power of manipulatiog the money ex- 
pendedin paving thestreets. Its real object, 
however, is to remove the prohibition now ex- 
isting against making contracts for any patent. 
pavements, and this it does by repealing section 
63 ot the Consolidation act, which provides that, 
*“except for repairs, uo patented pavement 
shall be laid, and no _ patented article 
shall be advertised for, contracted for, or 
purchased, except under such circumstances 
that there can be a fair and reason- 
abie opportunity for competition, the 
conditions to secure which shall be prescribed 
hy the Board of Estimate and Apportionment.” 
The striking of this prohibition from the law 
governing contracts for paving would place it 
in the power of the majority of the commissicn 
to cut off all competition by awarding contracts 
to owners of patents, and would thus open the 
door to frauds of a nature with which the tax- 
payers of New-York are too well acquainted to 
require warning against them. The experiment 
would be a dangerous one, to put it in the mild- 
est terms. 

Mayor Grace's indorsement was asked for this 
bill before it was presented, and he declined it 
on this very ground. He wanted ro commission, 
he said, with power by a mjority vote to nego- 
tiate for patent pavements. He further urged 
that the unanimous vote of the proposed com- 
mission should be required to award a contract, 
as the unanimous vote of the Board of Estimate 
and ag en 1s necessary to manage the 
tax levy. His views, however, did not accord 
with those of the autbors of the bill, and 
it is now in Committee of the Whole, with its 
bad features ail retained, relying for passage 
upon the undoubtedly good feature which the 
establishment of a proper commission would 
be. It is not probable that the bill can be put 
through, as the Legislature has its hands full 
now of objectionable jobs in reference to New- 
York, but it is proper to call the attention of 
members to its real object, so that, if it is 
sprung upon them suddenly, no plea of igno- 
rance can be made. 





COMING DOWN THE BAY, 


HOW THE VISITING HOTEL MEN SPENT THE 
DAY YESTERDAY, 

The visiting bonifaces are beginning to 
suspect that the New-York hotel men are work- 
ing ascheme to killthem off, or else lay them 
up until competition tor the Summer trade is 
over. It was close upon daylight yesterday 
morning before most of them got away from 
the Metropolitan Hotel banquet, and at 10 
o'clock they were off again on the Laura M. 
Starin for acruise down the harbor. This trip 
was the more enjoyable because the ladies of 
the party and the squad of hotel clerks assigned 
to escort duty were able to go along. The ride 
on the water was sufficiently long to enable the 


visitors to see allthe islandsin the harbor, the 
Brooklyn Bridge, the city prisons, what is left 
of Hell Gate, Castle Garden, and a host of other 
things that the hotel clerks talked of and an- 
swered questions about, until tneir proverbial 
volubility gave out.under the strain. 

Just as the party rvunded the Battery the 
America came steaming down the river, and the 
hotel men tipped the Starin almost on her beam 
ends in orderto geta lock at Dixey. The de- 
parting Adonis evidently thought that the 
crowded steamer had something to do with his 
farewell demonstration, for he came forward to 
the guard rail—or the hotel clerks said it was 
Dixey. to the great gratification of the ladies— 
and vigorously waved his handkerchief. This 
so delighted the tbonifaces that they made the 
Captain turn around and chase the America 
down the harbor. Cappa and his band were 
hurried to the forward deck ready to strike up 
** It’s English, You Know” the instant the Starin 
came alongside. But with a prolonged toot of 
defiance the America ran rapidly away from the 
little steamer, and the strains of Dixey’s sung 
were wafted over a waste of water. 

The Starin was headed up the North River 
again until she toucned the wharf at One Hun- 
dred and Twenty-eighth-street. Her arrival 
there was the signal fora shower of bombs, in- 
tended asa welcome. Then everybody fell into 
line behind Cappa’s band and paraded cheer- 
fully over shockingly bad highways to the 
strains of the ‘Seventh Regiment March.’’ They 
stopped at Yuengling’s Brewery, where $3,000 
worth of lunch and flowers awaited them. It 
was fully in keeping with the gorgeous scale in 
which everything for the comfort of the visit- 
ors has been arranged since their arrival. Atter 
lunch there was some speechmaking by the 
same gentlemen who carried on the oratorical 
part of the previous day’s perfurmances, and 
then the entire body congregated on a hiil in 
the adjacent woods to give a photographer a 
chance to hand the festive scene down to poster- 
ity. This over, many of the visitors climbed the 
hill to Claremont to look at Gen. Grant’s tomb, 
and then took the steamer home. A brief meet- 
ing, more apparently to count noses than any- 
thing else, and the strangers scattered to the 
various theatres. 

At8o'’clock this morning they will he off 
again to Mauch Chunk over the Lehigh Valley 
Road. To-night the entertaining wili be over, 
and to-morrow the bonifaces will hurry home. 





ITS RECORD FOR 4 YEAR. 

At the fifty-second annual meeting, yes- 
terday morning, of the American Female Guard- 
ian Society, whose Home is widely known as 
the Home for the Friendiess, the old officérs 
were re-elected. Inthe afterngon there was a 
social gathering of the members and friends of 
the society, andthe 40teachers of the 12 in- 
dustrial schools maintained by it, in the Home 
Chapel, No. 29 East Twenty-ninth-street. Short 
speeches were made by Mrs. Putnam, Mrs. A. R. 
Brown, and Mrs. Davis, The latter has Jately 
returued from Turkey, where she has been en- 
gaged in missionary work for some years. The 
reports show that there have been in the Home 
during the year 630 inmates, of whom 16] were 
adults. Ninety children were provided with 
homes by adoption. The number would have 
been much larger but for an epidemic of scarlet 
fever and measles, which compelled the man- 
agers to use great caution in allowing the chil- 
drento enter families. The expenses for the 
year were $97,108 71, and were met by donations, 
occasional bequests, and the annual State appro- 
priation.

A resolu- 
tion was passed declaring that the desire to force 
physically into circulation the silver dollars now 
in the Treasury vaults was not a sufficient rea- 
son for denying to the public the issue of a 
Proper supply of clean small bilis of the denomi- 
tions of one and two dollars, It was specially 
spegified that the resolution should not be con- 
stried as either advocating or opposing the 
cause of silver, greenbacks, or National curren- 
cy; itsimply voiced the public wish for a suf- 
ficient supply of clean, well secured paper cur- 
rency. A committee was also appointed to urge 
Congress to take some action similar to the 
French bounty scheme for the promotion of 
American shipping interests.

LAUNCHING THE FEDALMA. 

The new steam yacht Fedalma, built for 
ex-Commodore E. M. Brown, of the New-York 
Yacht Club, was successfully launched yester- 
day afternoon at the fout of East Twelfth-street. 
There were a number of ladies and gentlemen 
present to witness the launch, and among the 


latter were T. B. Asten, John S, Dickerson, John 
H. Bird, 8. T. Lippincott, * Phil” Ellsworth, H. 
F. Allen, and Chester Griswold. At precisely 
5:06 the Fedalma started on her plunge into the 
water, and halfa minute later was floating up 
the bosom of the river about 200 yards from 
shore. As she started Mr. Brown's young 
Gaugntet. Miss Emily L. Brown, broke a bottle 
of champagne over the starboard bow. 

The Fedainia isa pretty craft. She is painted 
black above the water line, with two lines of 
gold beiow the bulwarks. She was designed by 
Capt. Phil” Ellsworth and built by Theodore 
Durand, H. F. Allen acting as engineer of con- 
struction for Mr. Brown. She is 106 feet over 
all, 20 feet beam. and about 8 feet draft. The 
proportion of beam to length is greater than 
common in steam yacht construction, and hence 
she is something of a new departure. She 
has a flush deck and much deckhouse room. 
Her interior work is hardly more than begun. 
John Williamson is doing tne joiner work. None 
of her machinery except the screw has yet been 
put in. Her engines, which were designed by 
A. A. Willson, of Greenpoint, and built by N. 
F. Palmer & Co., of this city, are of the com- 
pound fore and aft tandem type, with two 
cylinders respectively of 14 and 24 inches in 
diameter, with 20-inch stroke. She will have an 
upright tubular boiler of the Hazleton make, 
and is expected to make about 14 miles an hour, 
Her skipper will be Capt. George W. Comstock, 
who has commanded all of Mr. Brown’s yachts,
